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The Navy In Alaska

HE last Naval District to be es- 

tablished, and possibly the most in- 
teresting is the Seventeenth. This District 
which, geographically, encompasses all of 
Alaska including the Aleutian Islands, 
was created during 
the war when the 
Japanese attacks, 
and invasion, 
forced attention to 
the North Pacific. 

Alaska lies at 
the top of the 
Northern Hemi- 
sphere. The Aleu- 
tians lie across the 
great circle course 
to the Orient. Since 
the war, this stra- 
tegic and pivotal 
position has _ in- 
creased the inter- 
est of both com- 
mercial and mili- 
tary aviation in Alaska. 

Much romantic literature has been writ- 
ten about Alaska. In all respects, it is 
America's last frontier, and it is still full 
of adventure for its inhabitants scattered 
over a vast territory and their business in- 
vestments, and for the service personnel 
on duty in this area. 

The Army and the Navy have had in- 
terests in Alaska since it became a terri- 
tory of the United States. Prior to the 
war, naval aviation had explored some of 
its possibilities and flying conditions. 
Finally, three bases were established, one 
at Sitka, another at Kcdiak, and one at 
Dutch Harbor. At the same time, the 
Army had also explored the territory, and 
established bases at Anchorage and at 
Fairbanks. 

Soon after the start of the war, the 
Japanses occupation of the Aleutian Is- 
lands of Attu and Kiska, focused atten- 
tion upon Alaska. The plans of the enemy 
in respect to Alaska, and the Pacific 
Northwest were not known, but a study 
of the possibilities of the Jap thrust, 
showed the absolute necessity of denying 
this area to the Japs. There ensued im- 
mediately a mighty effort on the part of 
both services to prepare bases, bring in 
personnel and materials, and secure lines 
of communications. 

_After the Japanese withdrawal from 
Kiska, and their defeat at Attu, a vigorous 
Phase followed in which numerous Army 
and Navy bases were hastily constructed 
in the Aleutians, so that any new attempt 
on the part of the Japs could be fore- 
Stalled. However, when the strategy of 
the campaigns in the Southern Pacific be- 
fan to bear fruit, and point the way to 
ultimate victory, the garrisons of the 
numerous bases in the Aleutians were 
Withdrawn, leaving these hastily con- 
Structed outposts in the North Pacific 
with only that personnel necessary for 
defensive purposes. 

The foregoing is a brief statement of 
the Navy in Alaska up to the end of the 
war. From the height of the war, when 
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Major Changes Ordered 
in US Units in Germany 


Major changes in the organizational 
command of the U. S. Army in Germany 
are outlined in an announcement from 
Headquarters, U. S. Forces, European 
Theater. 

The plan eliminates the Third U. 8S. 
Army and Continental Base Section as 
major commands and place in their stead 
two Military Districts. Bavaria is one 
and Wurttemberg-Baden and Greater 
Hesse comprise the other. It was said at 
USFET Headquarters that no decision 
had been reached concerning the Bremen 
Enclave. 

Earlier it had been planned that the 
command structure in Germany would 
be divided into four Military Districts. 

All U. S. oecupied Territory in Ger- 
many will be divided into twenty-one mil- 
itary posts. The posts will be laid out 
to conform to existing political boun- 
daries, in order to facilitate Army opera- 
tions involving the civilian population. 

The First Military District will be di- 
vided into two posts, the Second into 
seven posts, and the Third into ten posts. 
The Fourth Military District — the 
Bremen Enclave—will be one Military 
Post. The Berlin Post will complete the 
list of twenty-one. 

Under the plan, the U. 8S. Constabulary 
becomes a major command directly re- 
sponsible to USFET for area security 
in the American Zone. 

Western Base Section will be de-acti- 
vated by 1 April. Other USFET major 
commands, still having units in France 
after that date, will assume the respon- 
sibilities formerly held by that organi- 
zation. 

Major commands which are not affected 
by the move are: U. S. Forces, European 
Theater; Headquarters Command, US- 
FET; U. S. Air Forces, Europe; Office 
of Military Government, U. S.; JU. S. 
Forces, Austria ; American Graves Regis- 
tration Command, and U. 8S. Naval Forces, 
Europe. 

When the Third Army became non-op- 
erational 15 Feb. the U. S. Constabulary 
assumed command of the three districts 
then existing. 

District Commanders will supervise the 
activities of military posts, and maintain 
liaison with Military Government Land 
Offices in their areas. Through their Post 
Commanders, they will administer the 
Displaced Persons Program and the ci- 
vilian internees camps located within 
their district boundaries. 

Units which are operating in a Mili- 
tary District, but are not directly as- 
signed to the District, will be under the 
control of the major command of which 
they are a part. Air Force personnel and 
installations will be under the command 
of the U. S. Air Forces Commanding Gen- 
eral in Europe, regardless of where they 
are located. District Commanders will ex- 
ercise complete jurisdiction only over 
troops assigned to the particular district 
—any other troops in the area will be 
considered as “lodgers.” 

Maj. Gen. Ernest N. Harmon, who 
heads the U. S. Constabulary, will also 
command the Wurttemberg-Baden and 
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Disability Retirement 


Because of complaints over seeming dis- 
crimination between officers of the Regu- 
lar services and officers of other com- 
ponents of the Armed Forces, Senator 
Cordon (R-Ore) has introduced S.Res. 85, 
which would authorize and direct an in- 
vestigation of the retirements and a Te 
port to the Senate by its Committee on 
Armed Services. 


Navy Studies Problem 
of Shortage in Housing 


Dependents of naval personnel are being 
deprived of adequate housing in the vi- 
cinity of Navy shore stations because of 
statutory and budgetary limitations 
which make it almost impossible for the 
Navy to construct permanent quarters or 
otherwise enter the nation-wide compe- 
tition for housing. 

The Navy Department is fully aware 
of the urgent need for more housing which 
now exists at many naval stations, and 
with unlimited funds could meet this need, 
with few exceptions, at its installations. 
With funds seriously limited under cur- 
rent appropriations, however, and under 
the threat of sharper curtailment of funds 
for 1948, the Navy’s housing picture is 
very uncertain. 

Housing for Navy dependents is now 
the most urgent of all naval construction 
projects, having a higher priority than 
test stations for research and develop- 
ment. Although the Services follow the 
veterans’ housing program on the govern- 
ment’s priority list, the Navy Depart- 
ment recognizes that the shortage is pres- 
sing and that it imposes extreme difficulty 
on servicemen’s dependents due to their 
transient status. 

The Navy’s efforts to ease the housing 
shortage for dependents of naval person- 
nel are governed by a Shore Station De- 
velopment Board, created in April 1946 
and re-established in mid-January with 
Vice Adm. Robert B. Carney, USN, Deputy 
Chief of Naval Operations for Logistics, 
as senior member. The Board is fully in- 
formed of the relative need for housing 
at each naval installation, and keeps 
abreast of changing conditions at each 
through a study of reports from the Naval 
Districts. 

In order to protect the Government’s 
investment in such projects, no tempor- 
ary housing has been begun since the end 
of hostilities. Construction of permanent 
housing was begun at one time but was 
stopped, primarily due to lack of funds 
to fully meet the need. Now funds are 
stretched every possible way—while still 
retaining the principle of sound construe- 
tion—into apartments, duplexes, tri- 
plexes, and quonset huts. 

Even if the Navy were able to obtain 
housing units, their maintenance would 
be charged to funds allotted to the Bu- 
reau of Yards and Docks for public works 
maintenance. Since 1944, officers’ allow- 
ances for quarters have been returned to 
the Treasury if forfeited by reason of

Committee Asks Joint 
Study of Retirements 


A subcommittee of the House Commit- 
tee on Armed Services opened hearings 
this week on the Brooks Bill (HR 663) 
providing for forced elimination in the 
Army, for retirement of Army personnel 
in their highest temporary war ranks, and 
for the setting up of a retirement system 
for the National Guard and Reserves. 

First move of the committee was to or- 
der the separation of the bill into two 
measures, one for the institution of forced 
elimination, and a second to carry the 
retirement features. At the same time it 
directed the representatives of the War 
and Navy Dpartments to get together on 
the formulation of a joint bill to provide 
equal retirement benefits for officers of 
the Regular Army and Navy (the Regu- 
lar Navy already is operating under a law 
providing retirements in temporary war 
ranks) as well as equal retirement bene- 
fits for the reserve components of the 
Armed Forces. 

Consideration of both features of the 
bill was complicated by the fact that while 
the Bros bill is similar to that passed 
by the House in the 79th Congress the 
War Department has elimination and re- 
tirement bills of its own which have not 
yet cleared the Bureau of the Budget. 

Present and representing the War and 
Navy Departments were Brig. Gen. Ira 
P. Swift, WDGS, Personnel and Adminis- 
tration, and Rear Adm. Thomas L, 
Sprague, USN, Deputy and Assistant 
Chief of Naval Personnel. 7 

Present also, but not testifying because 
of the temporary sidetracking of Title II 
of the bill were officials of the Reserve 
Officer’s Association, Veterans of Foreign 
Wars, National Gnard, American Legion, 
Retired Officers’ Association, Retired Offi- 
cers’ Lecgue, and Disabled Emergency 
Officers. 

On 21 Feb. the Committee decided, at 
the request of Representative Vinson (D- 
Ga), to call off all hearings on the bill 
until 17 March and to request War and 
Navy Depertment personnel representa- 
tives to be present on that date to bring 
to the attention of the Committee those 
War and Navy Department promotion 
and retirement bills now before the Bu- 
reau of the Budget. Representative 
Brooks objected to delay in consideration 
of the bill, stating that if not given im- 
mediate attention it might not be enacted 
at this session of Congress. 

Rear Adm. Sprague, present to com- 
ment for the Navy Department on the 
provisions of the bill under consideration, 
pointed ont disparities hetween the bill 
in its application to officers of the Army 
and existing law affecting the elimination 
of naval officers. He stated, however, that 
the Navy Department has no objection to 
Title I (forced elimination) of the bill. 

The dixparities, in Title IT in so far as 
they provide for the retirement of officers 
of the Regular Army and in existing law 
related to the retirement of naval officers, 
were such that Representative Shafer (R- 
Mich), chairman of the sub-committee 
holding the hearing, stated it as his be- 
lief that the hearing was prematnre and 
that the War and Navy Departments 
should get together on a retirement bill.

Joint Retirement Study 
(Continued from First Page) 

In the course of the hearing, Adm. 
Sprague stated that the Navy Department 
has been formulating a bill to protect the 
interests of the Naval Reserve but that 
because of its prohibitive cost, in excess 
of $150,000,000, the Department has not 
submitted the legislation. 

Following Adm. Sprague, Gen. Swift 
was the witness for the War Department. 
General Swift agreed that the elimination 
section of the bill is not identical with 
Navy law, and that retirement pay of 
those eliminated from the Army is not the 
same as that given to those retired from 
the Navy. Continuing, he said “The bill 
provides a procedure for elimination—it 
Selects an officer to show cause why he 
should not be eliminated, and such an offi- 
cer is given a chaace to appeal.” 

Representative Vinson (D-Ga), inter- 
jected: “I do not think this bill accom- 
plishes the end of eliminating officers. I 
want it fixed so members of Congress can- 
not have influence against eliminating 
officers by objecting to the procedure 
used in eliminating them.—There will be 
too much delay by the method planned 
in this bill; it would eliminate very few. 
—Officers make their beds and the mere 
fact that an officer has been called before 
a board should be sufficient to argue for 
his elimination.—You should have a bill 
to accomplish what is wanted.” 

Under questioning by Representative 
Kilday (D-Tex), General Swift stated 
that 1459 officers had appeared before 
Class B boards; that 358 had been elimi- 
nated with Presidential approval; 585 
were restored by the President; and the 
remainder were returned to duty. How- 
ever, 36 of the latter were eliminated 
under Public Law 190. 

At a succeeding hearing-session, it was 
brought out that Class B procedure re- 
quired the action of 3 Boards, the Secre- 
tary of War, and the President—5 steps 
in all. Present procedure requires 4 steps 
—Director of Personnel and his assist- 
ants; the Chief of Staff; the operating 
group to which the officer to be eliminated 
belongs ; and, finally, the deciding Board. 

Continuing, General Swift stated that 
the proposed plan would do away 
with either the so-called “Honest and 
faithful Board” or the old review Board. 
but that there would still be a review 
Board; and that only border-line cases 
would have to be considered by the Board 
to the extent of going through the 201 file 
of an officer. 

When General Swift stated that “the 
War Department desires a promotion sys- 
tem similar to the Navy plan,” Repre- 
sentative Vinson asked: “Why can you 
not accomplish that by the bill now be- 
fore the Bureau of the Budget?’ To this 
General Swift replied “that by the bill 
under consideration (HR 663) it would 
be unnecessary to wait until an officer 
comes up for promotion, as in the Navy. 
By the bill now in the Burec= of the 
Budget it would be necessary to wait 7 
years to get rid of many officers. We can 
get rid of more initially if the Bureau of 
the Budget bill is enacted, but we shall 
have to wait 7 years in many cases other- 
wise.” 

Pursuing his inquiry about B boards, 
Representative Vinson drew from Gen- 
eral Swift the statement that those 
boards were failures. “But,” asked Mr. 





Vinson, “does not this bill set up the same 
procedure really?” To this, General Swift 
replied “It cuts out the necessity of the 
President acting. He has enough else to 
do.” Representative Vinson then said: 
“You say the bill before the Bureau of 
the Budget will accomplish prompt elimi- 
nation of many. Why supplement it with 
this present bill? Why would it not be a 
more intelligent plan to hold up this bill 
and wait for the Bureau of the Budget 
bill? A worthwhile job could then be 
done.” General Swift replied that that 
would be logical. “You bring the Bureau 
of the Budget bill here and we will not let 
it die.” 

Concluding the hearing, the introducer 
of the bill, Representative Brooks (D- 
La), registered an objection to putting 
the bill aside, or to dividing it into two 
bills. “For,” said he, “four years work 
have entered into this bill; the Army, 
Navy, and other organizations have 
worked on it, and it should not be side- 
tracked.” 

In the course of the hearing, General 
Swift suggested that the War Department 
favors amending Section 106(a) to read 
as follows: 

“Bach officer removed from the active list 
of the Regular Army pursuant to this title 
shall—(a) if on the date of removal he is 
eligible for voluntary retirement under any 
provision of law in effect on such date be re- 
tired in the permanent grade then held, with 
the retired pay which he would have re- 
ceived if retired in such grade upon his own 
application.” 

Likewise, according to General Swift, 
the War Department suggests amending 
Section 106(b) to read: : 

“If on the date of removal he is not eligible 
for voluntary retirement, be honorably dis- 
charged in the permanent grade then held, 
with severance pay equal to one month’s base 
and longevity pay, being received at the date 
of such removal, multiplied by the number 
of years of active Federal commissioned ser- 
vice, Provided, That the total severance pay 
shall not exceed one year’s base and longevity 
pay so computed. Provided Further, That a 
fractional part of a year amounting to 6 
months or more shall be counted as a com- 
plete year for the purpose of computing 
amount of severance pay only.” 


Study Promotion Bills 

War and Navy Department representa- 
tives continued this week their joint 
study, instituted at the behest of the Bu- 
reau of the Budget, to correlate their pro- 
posed bills for the institution of perma- 
nent systems of promotion for the Regular 
Services. 

Meanwhile, Representative Dewey 
Short (R-Mo.) chairman of the House 
subcommittee on personnel, is preparing 
his group for the joint consideration of 
the measures of the two Services, he hav- 
ing previously decided that they should 
be considered in relation to each other. 

It has definitely been decided that Mr. 
Short’s subcommittee will take up pro- 
motion. There is some overlapping in the 
House subcommittees, Representative 
Blackney’s subcommittee No. 10, on Pay 
and Administration, also being specifical- 
ly charged with “promotion.” However, 
Mr. Blackney told the ARMy AND Navy 
JouRNAL that his group’s schedule is al- 
ready crowded and he is happy to have 
Mr. Short’s subcommittee take up the 
matter. 

Much interest has been expressed in the 
testimony given last week by Maj. Gen. 
Norman T. Kirk and Col. C, J. Hauck, 
jr., concerning the Department’s pro- 





posals for promotion by selection in the 
line, or promotion list, branches. 

In connection with provisions to be pro- 
posed for other than enlisted personnel, 
it is rumored in Washington that the De- 
partment will ask for four groups of war- 
rant officers instead of the present two 
groups, that corporals will be abolished 
and greater emphasis placed on the ser- 
geants’ grades. 





Branch Assignments Mandatory 


The War Department has ordered that 
all Army of the United States officers 
who have no basic branch must now be 
assigned to an existing arm or service. 

In most cases the arm or service will 
be that in which the officer is currently 
serving or in which his primary MOS is 
best placed. 

Provisions under which the assign- 
ments are to be accomplished are set 
forth in Sec. I, War Department Circular 
No. 40, the text of which follows: 

I. ARM OR SERVICE FOR AUS OFFI- 
CERS. 1. To provide proper accountability 
for all officer personnel, it is essential that 
every officer who now has no basic branch be 
assigned to an existing arm or service, 

2. Theater commanders, commanding gen- 
erals, Army Air Forces, Army Ground Forces, 
Military District of Washington, and Armies 
(ZI) and chiefs of administrative and techni- 
eal services will insure that for all officers 
under their command WD AGO Forms 66-1 
and 66-2 (Officer’s Qualification Card) are re- 
viewed to determine those officers who have 
no basic branch assigned. Personnel in an 
attached unassigned status will be screened 
by the headquarters to which attached as pre- 
scribed in paragraph 1, Officers on the War 
Department General or Special Staff will be 
screened and cataloged by the staff section 
to which assigned. 

3. Any officer who is not assigned to a 
branch will be arbitrarily assigned to a 
branch or service. The basic branch to which 
such officers will be assigned will be— 

a. The arm or service in which presently 
performing duty, or 

b. The branch or service in which the 
individual’s primary MOS is best placed, or 

ce. If his primary MOS is branch immaterial 
in nature or is not naturally placed in any 
one particular branch, then the arm or service 
in which during the World War II emergency, 
the primary or other MOS was performed, or 

d. If the branch under e above is not 
readily determined, then a branch of the serv- 
ice in which the officer’s primary or other 
MOS can be usefully employed considering his 
age and physical capacity. In this event the 
positions held as a civilian will be utilized in 
arbitrarily fixing the basic branch. Under the 
conditions last stated above, the individual’s 
desires as to branch will be given every recog- 
nition consistent with his proper classification. 

4. Upon completion of the above action the 
custodial officer concerned will correct the 
branch entry on the Form 66-1 or 66-2 (Offi- 
cer’s Qualification Card). 





Dreamboat Mark Corrected 


A former Navy lieutenant, Hugh L. 
Hanson of Alexandria, Va., who worked 
on original planning for the Navy’s 
“Truculent Turtle” record flight of 11,236 
miles, recently brought to light the fact 
that the Army Air Forces “Pacusan 
Dreamboat” actually covered only 8,750 
miles in its flight last October instead of 
10,000. 

Questioned by Mr. Hanson, who felt 
that the distance announced by the AAF 
was too great, spokesmen at AAF Head- 
quarters admitted that the official dis- 
tance, as contained in the report of Col. 
Clarence S. Irvine, pilot of the “Dream- 
boat,” was 8,750 miles instead of “ap- 





proximately 10,000 miles” as previously 
announced. 

AAF officials said this week that the 
distance figure was “released in error and 
not through any intent to belittle the 
‘Turtle’s’ record.” 


Navy Housing Shortage 
(Continued from First Page) 
occupancy of government quarters, rather 
than being used for maintenance of quar- 
ters. The Navy is expected to ask repeal 

of this provision. 

Because of limited funds for mainte- 
nance of its housing units, the Navy was 
obliged to declare much of it surplus 
at the end of hostilities and turn it over 
to the Federal Public Housing Adminis- 
tration, the agency primarily responsible 
for defense housing. Even if funds were 
to be made available now to permit the 
Navy to take over defense housing units, 
however, veterans now occupying them 
could not be evicted, and the Navy would 
be required to wait for them to move out 
before dependents of naval personnel 
could be moved in. Because of their rela- 
tively permanent status in the commu- 
nities in which they reside, veterans 
might not be vacated from these housing 
projects until the housing shortage is 
over. 

Thus, in crowded communities, the 
Navy appears able to best meet its hous- 
ing needs through new construction. This 
it is unable to do because of lack of 
funds. 

The determination of where permanent 
quarters should be erected is based upon 
the ever-changing condition of the Navy. 
Berthing areas for ships of the Reserve 
Fleets were created at out-of-the-way har- 
bors in order that the nation’s crowded 
harbors would not be further tied up, 
and construction of housing at these 
berthing areas has taken most of the 
Navy’s appropriations for construction of 
quarters. 

The tightest housing conditions at pres- 
ent, according to the Navy, are in Wash- 
ington and New York. Other particularly- 
needy installations include Boston, New 
London, Memphis, Key West, Norfolk, 
Newport, and Orange, Tex.; almost all 
air bases, particularly Pensacola, Jack- 
sonville, and Miami, and such isolated 
continental stations as Patuxent, Inyo- 
kern, and Dahlgren. 

Although it was the Navy’s policy be- 
fore the war to provide housing only out- 
side the United States and at isolated 
stations in this country, the housing pol- 
icy promulgated by Secretary Forrestal 
in April 1946 contemplated, in general, 
that housing would be provided depen- 
dents of all personnel except those at- 
tached to ships of the active fleets. 

Outside the United States, Pearl Har- 
bor is the only station now having ade- 
quate housing. Due to the expansion of 
Guam and the Navy’s recent occupancy 
of other island bases, shortages of per- 
manent housing there impose an immedi- 
ate need for housing.

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Repeal War Laws 


President Truman sent recommenda- 
tions to Congress this week covering 102 
war emergency laws, asking the extension 
of 12 and listing eight others which should 
be left on the statute books until their 
nsefulness has ended. 

The President asked for the outright 
repeal of 24 laws, and enumerated 6 per- 
manent laws which come in force only 
quring emergencies. These, he said, need 
not be repealed inasmuch as he has asked 
the head of each executive department 
and agency to discontinue the exercise of 
powers under these laws. Of 20 appropria- 
tions measures, the President listed 14 the 
need for which has already ceased or will 
soon cease to exist. 

Statutes cited by the President of con- 
cern to the Armed Services are as fol- 
lows :

Among statutes which the President 
asked repealed was that creating for the 
Army Air Forces the title of “Flight 
Officer :”

Organ- 
izations of the Army below the maximum en- 
listed strength authorized by law may be 
raised to that strength.

No member 
of the Enlisted Reserve Corps shal] be ordered 
to duty in excess of the number permissible 
under appropriations made for this specific 
purpose, nor for a longer period than 15 days 
in any one calendar year. 

Act of 3 June 1916, Sec. 38 (49 Stat. 391). 
No officer of the National Guard of the United 
States shall be employed on active duty for 
more than 15 days in any calendar year with- 
out his own consent. 

Act of 3 June 1916, Sec. 37a (41 Stat. 776). 
Employment of Reserve officers on active duty 
restricted to 15 days a year without such offi- 
cers’ consent. 

Act of 3 June 1916, Sec. 69 (39 Stat. 200), 
as amended. Period of enlistment in National 
Guard which otherwise would expire extended 
by Presidential proclamation for a period of 
six months after the termination of the emer- 
gency.

Act of 29 July 1941 (55 Stat. 606), relating 
to the retirement or discharge of certain Army

728), as 
amended, authorizes temporary appointments 
of officers in the U. S. Army without regard to 
any particular component of the Army. 
Statutes Which Should Be Continued For The

Act of 3 June 1916, Sec. 30 (10 U. S. C. 658), 
as amended. Members of the Regular Army 
Reserve may be ordered to active duty only 
in case of emergency declared by the Presi- 
dent, and shall be placed in an inactive status 
or discharged “within six months after the 
termination of an emergency declared by the 
President,”

Author- 
izes the President “whenever in his judg- 
ment a sufficient national emergency shall ex- 
ist” to transfer to the Navy Department or 
the War Department vessels, equipment and 
personnel of the Coast Guard. 

Act of June 15, 1917, Title II, sec. 1 (40 Stat. 
220). Authorizes the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury (or the Secretary of the Navy when the 
Coast Guard operates as part of the Navy) 
to assume contro] over foreign or domestic 
vessels in United States ports “whenever the 
President by proclamation or Executive 
Order declares a national emergency to exist 
by reason of actual or threatened war, insur- 
rection or invasion, or disturbance or 
threatened disturbance of the international 
relations of the United States.” 

Act of July 1, 1918 (40 Stat. 714), as 
amended. Authorizes the President to in- 
crease to a stated figure the authorized en- 
listed strength of the active list of the Regu- 
lar Navy “whenever in his judgment a suffi- 
cient emergency exists.” 

Statutes which should be temporarily ex- 
tended until 30 June 1948, unless other- 
wise indicated. 

Act of June 20, 1940 (54 Stat, 492, 494), au- 
thorizing the appointment of an Under Sec- 
retary of the Navy “during any national 

emergency.” 


The Navy has asked the retention of 
this law pending permanent legislation, 
which is now under study by Congres- 
sional committees. 

Statutes which should be continued for the 
period or purpose stipulated. 

Act of August 10, 19846 (Public Law 720, 
79th Cong.), sec. 3. Provides that active duty 
performed by certain enlisted men of the 
Fleet Reserve “during any period of na- 
tional emergency declared by the President” 
shall be considered for purposes of comput- 
ing retainer or retired pay. 

Without seeking extension of this pro- 
vision, the Navy Department has ex- 
plained that this authorizes the crediting 
of certain active duty during any national 
emergency for retainer or retirement pay 
purposes.” 





Revision of Medical Department 


Hearings have been begun this week 
on H. R. 1982, legislation which provides 
for establishing in the Medical Depart- 
ment of the Regular Army the Medical 
Service Corps, which would consist of the 
Pharmacy Section, the Medical Allied 
Science Section, the Optometry Section, 
and such other sections as may be deemed 
necessary by the Secretary of War. 

In connection with the first hearing on 
20 Feb., the Surgeon General of the Army, 
Maj. Gen. Norman T. Kirk, stated in con- 
nection with a historical outline of the 
constituent parts of the present Medical 
Department set-up: 

“The mission of the Medical Department in 
the treatment of the sick and injured and the 
preservation of health in conservation of the 
strength of the military forces entails the 
performance of numerous duties which do not 
require the application of professional tech- 
nical training in medicine, dentistry or vet- 
erinary medicine, These duties such as cer- 
tain phases of medical supply, personnel man- 
agement, laboratory investigation, psychi- 
atric social work, clinical psychology, sani- 
tary engineering, and others can be performed 
adequately by scientific specialists and skilled 
administrative personnel. 

“It is proposed to establish in the Medical 
Department of the Regular Army a Medical 
Service Corps with a Reserve component, 
which will be composed of pharmacists, sani- 
tary engineers, optometrists, psychologists, 
bacteriologists, business administrators, and 
similar skills, all of which have served with 
the Medical Department, Experience during 
World War II demonstrated the advisability 
of including these scientific and highly 
trained specialists of the Medical Department 
in a single corps.” 

Figures provided by General Kirk indi- 
vate that on the basis of needing 1000 
officers in the Medical Service Corps, or 
8 per authorized strength of the Army, 
60 per cent, 600, would be in the Pharmacy 
Corps, 38 per cent, 380, would be in the 
Allied Sciences Corps, and 2 per cent, 
20, would be in the Optometry Corps.

Gen. C, T. Lan- 
ham, USA. 


Vote Defense Funds Cut 

Congressional leaders pressed this week 
for cuts up to $6,000,000,000 in the Presi- 
dent’s fiscal budget for 1948 despite pro- 
tests from Mr. Truman and leaders of 
Congress and the military and naval 
establishments that reductions in funds 
allotted for national defense would ren- 
der the Army and Navy impotent and in- 
effective as fighting forces. 

The House yesterday, in voting on a 
1948 budget, in compliance with the Con- 
gressional Reorganization Act, voted 
to cut $1,000,000,000 from the Army, 
$750,000,000 from the Navy, and $5vv,- 
000,000 from War Department civil func- 
tions abroad. Leaders of both houses de- 
bated the timeliness of such reductions 
in view of world conditions. 

President Truman endorsed the state- 
ment by Secretary Patterson that the 
lresident’s budget had already cut serv- 
ice funds “to the lowest level consistent 
with need.” Mr. Patterson warned that 
the War Department is unable to sustain 
further budget slashes without endan- 
gering national security. Secretary For- 
restal asserted that a reduction of a half- 
billion dollars would render the fleet im- 
mobile. 

In Congress, Senators and Representa- 
tives spoke out both for and against arms 
reductions. Following are excerpts from 
some of their remarks on the fluor: 

Senator Gurney (R-S.D.)—“I am convinced 
that the War and Navy Department esti- 
mates were conscientiously prepared with all 
possible attention to considerations of econ- 
omy; and that they represent the minimum 
amount required to enable the Army and 
Navy to perform missions vital to the well 
being of the United States.” 

Senator Byrd (D-Va.)—‘There are vast op- 
portunities for economy in the Army and 
Navy, and while we admire, respect, and have 
great confidence in our military leaders, yet 
we in Congress must realize that these leaders 
are accustomed to the waste of war, and it 
is easy to continue such waste, even though 
it be in lesser degree.” 

Senator Wiley (R-Wis.)—‘“Let the Army 
and the Navy prove that money for which 
they are asking is being spent for atomic age 
preparations rather than for nineteenth cen- 
tury ‘popgun’ warfare.” 

Representative Manasco (D-Ala.)—‘“Until we 
are convinced that there will never be an- 
other war on this or any other continent, we 
will be practicing foolish economy in reduc- 
ing the appropriations for our armed forces 
to the danger point.” 

Senator Taft (R-Ohio)—‘“I think any or- 
ganization the size of the Army and Navy 
can be cut 10 per cent, probably with gain to 
its efficiency, so far as that is concerned if 
that is what is to be done.” 

Senator O’Mahoney (D-Wyo.)—‘“There is a 
clear declaration in the language of the reso- 
lution itself that the proposed reduction of 
the budget, the proposed ceiling upon appro- 
priations, is merely talk without sub- 
stance; that it means nothing; and that those 
who propose it know that it means nothing.” 

Representative E. A. Hall (R-N.Y.)—‘I want 
to raise a finger of warning that Congress 
must proceed with caution when we start 
reducing military and naval expenses.” 

Senator Hoey (D-N.C.)—‘“This country can 
get along in the existing circumstances only 
by way of being armed to the teeth.” 

Representative Whitten (D-Miss.) — “The 
Republican members of this committee then 
are willing to jeopardize the national de- 
fense by reducing the appropriations for the 
Military Establishment by a billion and three- 
quarters without hearings.” 

Representative McCormack (D-Mars.) — 
“After the last war we took the journey of

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Retention of Colonels 


Representative Walter Norblad (R- 
Ore) told the House of Representatives 
on 17 Feb. that while the Army as a whole 
has been reduced at a ratio of 8 to 1 the 
number of colonels has been reduced by 
a ratio of only 1% to 1. 


“It seems to me high time that the 
Army cleaned its own house,” Representa- 
tive Norblad said, “and abandoned its ap- 
parent theory that inflated wartime rank 
must be retained.” 

The Congressman gave figures as fol- 
lows: 

“In June 1945, when the Army was at its 
peak, there were 8,000,000 enlisted men while 
on 1 Jan, of this year that number had gone 
down to 1,070,000. This is a reduction of ap- 
proximately 8 to 1. On the other hand, we 
find that the number of colonels has been 
reduced from 10,590 to 6,489 or a reduction of 
only 1% to 1. Almost the same thing is true 
of the lieutenant colonies who have been re- 
duced on a ratio of about 2 to 1 and of the 
generals who have been reduced on a ratio 
of 2% to 1. 

“While we find the colonels being reduced 
at a rate of only 1% to 1 and the enlisted men 
at a ratio of 8 to 1, we also notice that the 
number of lieutenants in the Army has been 
reduced on a basis of 8% to 1. The same thing 
is generally true of the intermediary ranks 
with the reduction greatest in the lower 
grades and rising as the grade increases to 
colonel and decreasing only silghtly in the 
case of the generals. 

“One reason given for this disproportionate 
decrease of rank is that a peacetime force 
must be a nucleus for the organization of a 
wartime agency. This requires a higher per- 
centage of senior officers than in wartime. This 
would seem disproved if we examine the fig- 
ures for June of 1941, These were furnished 
me by the Library of Congress. At that time 
we had 89,500 officers of all grades and 1,- 
441,500 enlisted men. That is a ratio of 16 to 1. 
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Today that ratio between officers and en- 
listed men is just half that figure. It is 8 to 1.” 


Army Security Reserve 

The Army Security Section has been 
established in the Officers’ Reserve Corps 
and in the Enlisted Reserve Corps to in- 
sure the rapid expansion of signal intelli- 
gence and communication security activi- 
ties in the event of an emergency. 

The Director of Intelligence, through 
the Chief, Army Security Agency, has 
supervision over this section, which is 
under the organization and training juris- 
diction of the major forces. The Section 
was established by the President, under 
the provisions of the National Defense 
Act. 

As the general demobilization of the 
Army has been so nearly completed, most 
of the personnel who possess specialties 
of primary interest to the Army Security 
Agency, in addition to those who spent the 
major portion of their war service in sig- 
nal intelligence and communication se- 
curity activities, are members of other re- 
serve sections. The War Department is 
urging such personnel, both officer and 
enlisted, to apply for transfer to the 
Army Security Reserve where their spe- 
cialties and experience will be utilized to 
the best interests of the service.

PRO Handbook 


The Army Information School, Carlisle 
Barracks, Pa., has published a handbook 
for Army Public Relations Officers. Pub- 
lished as a textbook of the School the 
handbook is the first in its field produced 
by an Army agency. 

In addition to the general subjects re- 
lating to public relations the handbook 
goes into the details of public relations 
work with newspapers, radio, magazines, 
and through the media of pictures. 

The book emphasizes that the American 
public is entitled to the fullest possible 
progress reports on what the Army is 
doing for its protection, and on how its 
money is being expended. Because of the 
Army’s high degree of specialization, the 
book says, a few individuals may tend 
at times to overlook the great responsi- 
bility of the Army to inform the public 
promptly and fully of its actions, an atti- 
tude which is not condoned in the Armed 
Forces.

Marine Air Unit Cited 

The Presidential Unit Citation has been 
awarded Marine Fighting Squadron 214, 
for outstanding heroism in action against 
the Japanese. 

The citation was awarded specifically 
for action by VMF 214 at Guadalcanal, 
7 April 1943; Munda, 17 July to 30 Aug. 
1943; Northern Solomons, 16 Sept. to 19 
Oct. 1943; and Vella Lavella and Toro- 
kina, 17 Dec. to 6 Jan. 1944. 

The famed squadron, known as the 
“Black Sheep Squadron,” was commanded 
by Lt. Col. Gregory P. Boyington, USMC 
(Ret) top Marine Ace, who shot down 
28 Jap planes during World War II.

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Report Submarine Bill 


The House Committee on Armed Se 
vices this week formally reported the b; 
to authorize the construction of exper} 
mental submarines by lifting a statuto; 
provision limiting the availability 9; 
funds for the increase of naval vessels 
In its report to the House, the Committee 
stated: 

“The bill originates from wartime experi 
ence, from information obtained through ex 
aminations by our Navy of enemy submarines 
and from other data obtained from Germap 
sources since VE-day. As a result of these 
examinations and the additional knowledge 
gained during and since the war, the Nay 
Department considers it imperative to under 
take immediate experimentation which wil 
incorporate new designs and improvements ip 
American submarines. The committee is ad- 
vised that undersea warfare studies now have 
first priority from the operational standpoint} 
in the Navy Department — that a positiy 
threat to the ability of the United States to 
wage successful sea warfare lies in the po- 
tentialities of submarines which the German 
had developed and in those they had virtually 
ready to put in service at the end of the war. 

“Navy Department representatives sta 
that the present antisubmarine methods, 
techniques, and equipment of the United 
States are inadequate to cope with submarine 
speeds obtainable and anticipated within the 
next few years, both here and abroad. In con- 
sequence, both the submarine component and 
the antisubmarine component of the under- 
sea-warfare program have been given high- 
est priority. 

“H. R. 1367 meets this situation by author- 
izing the construction of two prototype sub- 
marines for experimental purposes. These 
are to include all foreseeable, useful improve- 
ments in design and construction in order 
that future submarine construction may be 
of maximum use in the defense of the United 
States. 

“The cost of the two experimental subma- 
rineg will approximate $15,000,000 each. Money 
has already been appropriated to the Navy 
Department for the construction of new ves- 
sels; however, the First Supplemental Sur- 
plus Rescission Act, 1946, prohibits the use of 
such remaining, appropriations to initiate the 
construction of new vessels during this fiscal 
year except for 5 advanced type combatant 
vessels and 17 minor craft. The bill, as 
amended, makes $30,000,000 of these funds im- 
mediately available to construct two ex peri- 
mental submarines. 

“The Committee on Armed Services con- 
eurs fully with the Navy Department as to 
the national need for this experimentation 
and, therefore, strongly recommends the en- 
actment of this bill.”

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The Navy Relief Society

HB Navy Relief Society is an or- 

ganization “of, by and for the Navy” 
which has for its sole purpose the ren- 
dering of assistance, both financial and 
other services, to naval personnel and 
their dependents in time of need. Although 
an adjunct of the naval service, it is a 
private agency founded and incorporated 
in 1904 by a group of naval officers, wives 
of naval officers and civilian friends of 
the Navy. The late Admiral of the Navy 
George Dewey was a prominent figure in 
this group and served as president of the 
Society from 1906 to his death in 1917. 
Fleet Admiral Ernest J. King is current 
president of the Society. 

Originally the Society’s activity was 
confined to aiding “indigent widows 
and orphans of officers, sailors and en- 
listed men of the U. 8S. Navy and Ma- 
rine Corps.” Through the years, as neces- 
sity arose and resources increased, the 
Society’s work gradually broadened until 
at present its policies provide for assist- 
ance in time of need to officers and en- 
listed men of the regular Navy and Ma- 
rine Corps, the Reserve components when 
on regular active duty, the Coast Guard 
when serving with the Navy in time of 
war, the dependents of such personnel, as 
well as for relief and assistance to the 
dependents of deceased personnel of the 
service. 

Until World War II, the work of the 
Society was limited by its comparatively 
meagre resources, practically the whole 
of which came from contributions from 
within the naval service, and from a 
limited number of generous civilian 
friends of the Navy who were familiar 
with its activities. All contributions 
from any source are voluntary and no 
official funds of any sort have been util- 
ized in carrying out the program. 

The funds available at the outbreak of 
the second World War were hopelessly 
inadequate to meet the demands of an 
expanding naval establishment. The great 
disruption of family arrangements caused 
by the calling of Reserve components to 
active duty, the widespread enlistment of 
volunteers, as well as the draft, posed 
new problems in addition to multiplying 
their number. Not only financial assist- 
ance, but advice and aid on transporta- 
tion, housing, mail, benefits, allowances 
and a multitude of other problems had to 
be provided. Extraordinary measures 
were required to meet the situation. 

Aware of this necessity and familiar 
with the Society’s work, a group of in- 
terested citizens in New York, headed by 
Clarence Dillon, formed a National Citi- 
zens’ Committee. As a result of their ac- 
tivities, a fund of some $10,800,000 was 
raised and donated to the Navy Relief So- 
ciety, increasing the total sum available 
to over $11,500,000 and making it nossible 
to meet the new obligation imposed by the 
war, 

Some idea of how this obligation was 
met, on the financial side, may be learned 
from the statistics in the table accom- 
panying this article. 

While the financial aspects loom large, 
as reflected in the table, the Society’s as- 
sistance is by no means limited to that 
type of help. So-called “service” cases 
aggregate some two to three times the 
number of monetary ones. Broadly, they 
include the services of the Navy Relief 
Nurse, “Navy Neighbor,” assistance with 
arrangements for transportation, housing, 
personal problems and affairs and related 
matters. The major portion of these ser- 
Vices is carried on by volunteer women, 
mostly wives of naval personnel, but the

T. (sc) JOHN VUKIC, USCG, now at 
the Academy in New London, has 
been chosen by the Coast Guard Board of 
Awards to receive the Medal of Valor, 
awarded each year to an outstanding 
Coast Guardsman by the American 
Legion, Department of Maryland. 

The award will be presented 1 March 
at the American Legion banquet in Balti- 
more. 

Lieutenant Vukic was nominated for 
extraordinary achievement while partici- 
pating in aerial flight as pilot and co-pilot 
of a patrol plane engaged in rough-water 
landing and take-off tests and study. He 
flew more than 170 open sea landings and 
take-offs on all headings with respect to 
wind and sea, and in very high swells and 
very rough seas. 

These test landings were made off the 
New England coast, off the Virginia 
Capes, off the Florida Keys, in the Gulf 
of Mexico, and off the coasts of northern 
and southern California. His conduct 
during the loss of a float in a high swell 
was principally responsible for saving the 
plane and crew. 

Lieutenant Vukic is a former enlisted 
man with a service as a radioman and 
aviation radioman. The Coast Guard has 
given recognition to his recent service in 
testing search and rescue equipment by 
approving the award of a Distinguished 


Flying Cross. He had previously been 
awarded the Navy Commendation Ribbon. 
—o—- 

In response to the invitation extended 
to the Treasury Department by the House 
Interstate and Foreign Commerce Com- 
mittee, which is investigating aircraft ac- 
cidents, several Headquarters officers ap- 
peared before that committee recently to 
furnish information concerning services 
rendered by the Coast Guard which are 
believed to promote the safety of avia- 
tion. 

The representatives explained the func- 
tions of Search and Rescue, explained the 
use which may be made of aids to naviga- 
tion maintained by the Coast Guard, pre- 
sented the Coast Guard's part in manning 
weather stations and aiding in gathering 
weather information, and presented the 
part that Coast Guard communications 
play in promoting safety.

Society has been able during the past sev- 
eral years to supplement their work by 
the employment, in limited numbers, of 
professional social workers and registered 
nurses. In the larger auxiliaries also, 
due to withdrawai of service personnel 
formerly assigned, the Society has been 
forced to provide bookkeeper and clerical 
help from civilian sources. At the present 
time the combined efforts of officers, 
volunteer and civilian help are needed to 
meet the great volume of requests re- 
ceived.

Red Cross for its local chapters to fur- 
nish information, assist in processing of 
requests and otherwise act as liaison with 
the headquarters of the Navy Relief So- 
ciety in Washington. It is only neces- 
sary for dependents in such areas to make 
known their problems to the Red Cross, 
which will assist them in communicating 
with headquarters. These requests are 
handled directly by headquarters. 

The general scope within which the 
Society’s assistance can be expected in- 
cludes the relief or contributing to the 
relief, of abnormal, non-recurring situa- 
tions (particularly in the field of sickness, 
hospitalization, funeral expenses, non- 
receipt of allowances, benefits) in which 
naval personnel or their dependents find 
themselves, and which they cannot rea- 
sonably meet from their own resources. 
Real need is a controlling factor. The 
limited funds and services available are 
not dissipated for mere convenience, 
financing leave or liberty (except in un- 
usual circumstances), business ventures 
or purchase of non-essentials or to main-

with the resources of the individual. Al} 
cases, however, are given careful con 
sideration and attempt is made to resolve 
them on the side of liberality rather than 
parsimony. 

Based on statistical analysis of cur- 
rent activities, the Society’s expenditures 
will exceed its normal income by some 
$400,000. This must come from the volun- 
tary contributions ef naval personnel, as 
no appeal to the general public is made 
during time of peace. It is felt that Navy 
Relief is not charity in the ordinary sense 
of that word. It is, rather, assistance in 
time of need by one member of a large 
naval family to another. The Society be- 
lieves that if it is to rest upon a sound 
basis and be worthy of its mission it must 
derive its chief support from members of 
the naval service. 

The Navy Relief Society conducts no 
campaigns, as such, for solicitation of 
funds from naval personnel. The period 
1 to 15 February each year is set aside 
for the receipt of voluntary contributions 
from the personnel of ships, detachments 
and stations, and for fund raising affairs 
such as shows, carnivals, balls and simi- 
lar benefit activities. The Society, how- 
ever, is pleased to accept contributions at 
any time of the year from those who deem 
its objectives worthy of support. The So- 
ciety may be addressed at Room 0137, 
Navy Department, Washington 25, D. 


Stock Piling Urged 

To carry out provisions of the “stock- 
piling” act, the Secretaries of War and 
Navy this week urged Congress to author- 
ize the expenditure of $500,000,000 be- 
tween now and 30 June 1948. The Secre- 
taries recommended the immediate spend- 
ing before 30 June of the present year of 
$140,000,000, and of the remainder during 
the fiscal year of 1948.

yy accompanying the Fleet on its maneuvers next month, President Truman will be 
earrying forward a salutary practice pursued by his two immediate predecessors, 
Presidents Roosevelt and Hoover. It is particularly desirable that the President do 
so at this critical time, for it will help him to keep abreast of the importance of mod- 
ern sea power and the developments therein, as well as the fiscal and legislative re- 
quirements for maintaining it at the highest level of potential efficiency. That the 
Fleet Exercises are to be conducted in the Caribbean, that the President will be fresh 
from his visit to Mexico City, that he will make stops at the Virgin Islands, at Cuba, 
and at Puerto Rico, will also fortify his background with facts concerning the prob- 
lems of inter-American defense and the bases, weapons, and forces necessary to make 
the policy a continuing force in international affairs.

maintenance of international peace and security” and possible utilization “for en- 
forcement action” under UN authority. Another phase of the inter-American defense 
policy is the arrangement recently announced with our neighbor to the north, Canada, 
whereby, just as is being fostered with the southern republics, there is to be a close 
military liaison with the United States, an exchange of military personnel for famil- 
iarization purposes, a standardization of weapons and equipment wherever feasible, 
and training along lines which will facilitate joint operations. The President’s visit 
with the exercises of the Second Task Fleet and his viewing of the amphibious exer- 
cises with the Marines will provide an opportunity for him to see how fit the Sea 
Services are and how much they have profited from the lessons of the war. His ob- 
servations are bound to be reflected in his subsequent reports to Congress on the legis- 
lation he will ask for the permanent National Security organization. 


H® personnel of the Regular Services, who have always known Representative 

Edith Nourse Rogers as a staunch friend of the veteran and his dependents, are 
encouraged by her pledge this week, at the B’ni B’rith banquet in her honor, to continue 
in the 80th Oongress her fight for adequate compensation to the widows of Service 
men. As the new chairman of the House Committee on Veterans Affairs, Mrs. Rogers 
is now in a position to carry further toward fruition those ideals she has so long 
espoused. When she brings before her committee the problem of adequate living in- 
come for service widows we urge that a careful study be made of the rates for those 
relics of personnel of the Regular Establishments who fall within the purview of 
the peacetime pension rates because death did not take place in war years and was 
not traceable to active service. Under the present scales a widow of such & veteran 
of the Regular service, officer or enlisted man, is entitled to draw only $45.60 per 
month with increases for dependent children up to a maximum of $90 per month. 
Widows of men who died during World War I or II and whose death were attributable 
to active service draw somewhat higher rates, ranging from $60 to $120 each month. 
Neither schedule of rates will support a widow or a widow and family on even the 
lowest standards of living in these days. Neither is there any reason for a differential in 
the rates between the two categories, for the suffering of a widow whose husband served 
a lifetime in the Armed Forces but who died in a year of peace is just as poignant 
as that of a widow whose husband died during a war. There should be an equalization 
of rates and a raising of schedules all along the line to the end that the families of 
all those who served their country shall not be in want nor be objects of charity to 
supplement their meager pensions. In light of the determined attitude of Mrs. Rogers 
we may look forward to progress toward the eighth objective in the Army anp Navy 
JouRrNAL’s priority list: “Upward revision of pension scales to insure Service widows 
and dependents a living income.”

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All-Weather Tests 


The All-Weather Airline has completed 
its first six months of operations with a 
better than 98 per cent record of flights 
completed during some of the year’s worst 
flying weather, the Army Air Forces has 
announced. 

C-54s of the All-Weather Flying Center, 
a division of the Air Materiel Command, 
have been flying a five-day-a-week sched- 
ule from their home base at Clinton 
County Army Base, Wilmington, Ohio, 
to Andrews Field, Md., and return. To 
date, the All-Weather Airline has com- 
pleted 125 round-trip flights and more 
than 20 per cent of them were flown dur- 
ing severe instrument conditions. The 
tests are continuing. 


P-38’s Replaced in Korea 


The last flight of P-38’s in the Fifth 
Air Force flew over Korea recently mark- 
ing the end of 48 months for the 475th 
Fighter Group flying Lightnings. 

The 475th Group first received its P-38’s 
at Brisbane, Australia, in May 1943, Par- 
taking in the last flight were Maj. Paul N. 
Thackara, Columbus, O.; Maj. William F. 
Haning, jr., Farragut, Ia. ; and Capt. Earl 
E. Helms, Bellaire, Mich. 


AAF Develops New Oxygen Unit 


The development of a liquid oxygen 
converter for breathing purposes which 
meets flying operation and maintenance 
requirements was disclosed 10 Feb. by 
the Army Air Forces in a meeting of AAF 
and Navy Medical research officials at 
the AAF School of Aviation Medicine, 
Randolph Field, Tex. 

Known as the Bendix converter, the 
unit is simple in operation and greatly 
reduces the weight and space require- 
ments of low-pressure oxygen equipment 
now in use. It resulted from the combined 
efforts of the AAF, the National Bureau of 
Standards, and the Bendix Aviation Corp- 
oration. 














Experimental Patrol Plane 

The Navy’s newest patrol plane, the 
Martin XP4M-1, combines two of the larg- 
est conventional engines now in existence 
with two jet engines to give high per- 
formance and long range characteristics 
necessary for the completion of extended 
over-water patrol missions. 

The very heavily armed craft, with a 
wing span of 114 feet, carries all four en- 
gines in two nacelles, giving the appear- 
ance of a two-engine ship. However, by 
the use of the jet engines mounted in the 
nacelles behind each conventional engine, 
enough power is provided to give the 
XP4M-1 a top speed of well over 350 miles 
per hour. 

Design of the airplane by the Glenn L. 
Martin Company was the result of a vast 
amount of experience and operating data 
obtained. by the Nevy during the war and 
experiments since that time.- The plane 
has a gross take-off weight of more than 
78,000 pounds, a length of 82% feet, and 
normally carries a crew of eight. 

Power for cruising and normal opera- 
tion is proveded by two Pratt and Whit- 
ney R-4360-4 engines of 3,000 horsepower 
each. Additional power is supplied by two 
Allison J33-4 jet engines, each developing 
4,000 pounds of thrust. Maximum range 
of the new patrol plane is over 3,000 miles. 
Normal cruising speed exceeds 200 miles 
per hour. 

Landing gear is of the tricycle design, 
with the main wheels folding outwards 
into wells in the wings. Excellent visi- 
bility for the pilot is provided by the in- 
stallation of nearly “teardrop” blisters. 
The new patrol plane, one of the most 
eompletely electronically equipped air- 
craft ever made, provides for excellent 
communication possibilities, the latest in 
search radar, and improved mechanical 
operation. 

The second experimental model of the 
XP4M-1 is nearing completion at the Mar- 
tin plant in Baltimore. The extensive 
test program planned for the new air- 
plane type is well underway, having com- 
menced with the first flight of the original 
experimental model last October. 
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Air Corps Enlistment Policy 


The War Department recently author- 
ized the commanding general of the Army 
Air Forces to determine the grade in 
which former officers, warrant officers and 
flight officers would be enlisted after 1 
July. 

This policy has now been established 
and is set forth in AAF Letter 35-29, 
which states: 

2. The following policy is announced and 
will govern the enlistment in the Air Corps of 
former Officers, Warrant Officers and Flight 
Officers after 1 July 1947 provided they are 
otherwise qualified for enlistment in the 
Regular Army and provided, further, they en- 
list within 20 days of last date of terminal 
leave. 

a. All officers who are serving on active duty 
with the Army Air Forces are authorized to 
enlist in the grade of Master Sergeant upon 
relief from active duty providing that they 
have a total of 10 years’ active Federal Army 
service in commissioned status at time of 
separation. Duty performed with the Civilian 
Conservation Corps as an officer on extended 
active duty will be counted. 

b. All Officers and Warrant Officers who 
possess the MOS of Weather Officer Pilot 
(8218) or Weather Officer (8219) who are cur- 
rently serving on active duty with the Army 
Air Forces in the SSN of 8218 or 8219 as of 
1 Feb. 1947 are authorized to enlist in the 
grade of Master Sergeant upon relief from 
such active duty. 

ec. Officers, Warrant Officers and Flight Offi- 
cers who are on active duty with the Army 
Air Forces who served in an enlisted status 
in the Regular Army Air Corps prior to 10 
Dec. 1941 will be enlisted in the grade of 
Master Sergeant upon relief from active duty 
provided they: 

(1) Held the permanent or temporary 
noncommissioned officer grade of Sergeant or 
higher in the Air Corps or Army Air Forces 
at time of entry on active duty as Officer, 
Warrant Officer or Flight Officer or 

(2) Held the permanent or temporary 
noncommissioned officer grade of Sergeant 
or higher in the Air Corps or Army Air 
Forces immediately prior to appointment as 
an aviation cadet, providing the individual 
was commissioned as an Officer or Flight 
Officer directly from aviation cadet status or 

(3) Held a technician’s or specialist's rat- 
ing convertible to the noncommissioned offi- 
cer grade of Sergeant or higher at time of 
entering on active duty as Officer, Warant 
Officer or Flight Officer and were at that 
time serving with the Army Air Forces or 

(4) Held the rating of air mechanic first 
or second class at the time of entering on 
active duty as an Officer, Warrant Officer 
or Flight Officer. 

d. Technician’s and specialist’s ratings are 
convertible to noncommissioned officer grades 
as follows: 

Technician third grade—staff sergeant ; 

Technician fourth grade—sergeant; 

Technician fifth grade—corporal ; 

Private, Specialist First Class—sergeant ; 

Private First Class, Specialist 2d Class— 

sergeant ; 

Private, Specialist Second Class—sergeant ; 

Private First Class, Specialist Third Class 

—sergeant ; 

(all others are convertible to lower grades). 

e. Officers, Warrant Officers and Flight Offi- 
cers who do not qualify for enlistment under 
a, b or ¢ above will be authorized to enlist in 
grades commensurate with their training and 
experience. 

(1) Application for enlistment under 
provisions of this paragraph may be sub- 
mitted directly to the Commanding General, 
Army Air Forces, Washington 25, D. C. At- 
tention AFPMP-3, at any time while on 
terminal leave or thereafter. A copy of 
WD AGO Form 100 (Army separation 
qualification record), if available, will be 
forwarded with the application. In the 
event Form 100 is not available the appli- 
cation should include the applicant’s full 
name, Army Serial Number, number of 
months service in main or related military 
occupational specialty, the time served in 
each rank held while on active duty. This 
headquarters will review such applications 
and determine the grade in which applicant 
will be authorized to enlist. The applica- 
tion will be returned to the applicant show- 
ing the grade in which he is authorized to 
enlist and will be presented to the Recruit- 
ing Officer as authority to enlist in that 
grade providing the applicant enlists with- 
in time specified in letter of authorization. 

(2) Applications for grade authorization 
will show time served in each commissioned 
or enlisted grade, primary MOS and all 
other MOS and time served in each. 

3. Date of noncommissioned warrant will be 
determined as provided in War Department 
Circular 110, 1946 as amended. 

4. All references to Army Air Forces in 
this letter are equally applicable to Air Corps. 

5. The provisions of this letter do not pre- 
clude the enlistment of personnel in the grade 
authorized under the provisions of paragraph 
10a (1), AR 600-750, Change 11, dated 9 
March 1945. 

6. The contents of this letter are applicable 
te all Army Air Forces personnel worldwide. 

7. The provisions of this Army Air Forces 
letter and the faet that no further change in 





this policy is contemplated will be brought im- 
mediately to the attention of all Officers, War- 
rant Officers and Flight Officers on active duty 
except Regular Army Officers. 

8. Due to the constantly changing condi- 
tions affecting personnel of the Army, Head- 
quarters Army Air Forces cannot commit it- 
self to any specified period of time which this 
Army Air Forces letter will remain in effect. 
However, all Officers, Warrant Officers and 
Flight Officers in your command will be in- 
formed immediately that when a change in 
this policy is contemplated, sufficient notice 
will be given by this Headquarters to allow 
such personnel adequate time to effect relief 
from active duty, take advantage of any ac- 
crued leave and enlist in the Regular Army 
in accordance with the provisions of this 
Army Air Forces letter. Such personnel will 
be released from active duty for the purpose 
of enlisting in the Regular Army upon appli- 
cation in accordance with the provisions of 
War Department Circular 126, dated 1946, 
regardless of category statements which they 
may have executed.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—The Washington-Ottawa announcement of last week of con- 
tinuing our Permanent-Joint-Defense-Board arrangements with Canada elicited from 
Izvestia the warning that this “iron-fist-in-velvet-glove” arrangement means that 
Canada is turning over her resources to the United States for aggression. It also 
stimulated a surprised Russian officer to accept the Canadian invitation, addressed 
to foreign military observers, to visit next week the joint services experimental 
base on the shores of Hudson Bay in northern Manitoba. There is no official statement 
on what the experimental base will show to foreign visitors, but the procedure is 
strikingly in sympathy with the entire Canadian-American joint policy, whose pur- 
poses are neither secret nor agressive. They aim at world peace and world security. 
They were publicly stated and specially communicated to all members of the United 
Nations. 

The American plan for trusteeship of the Japanese mandates was laid before 
the Security Council during the week with awareness that for varying reasons Brit- 
ain, Australia and Soviet Russia will oppose decision in advance of the Japanese 
treaty. Our contention ig that the treaty is irrelevant, The islands were not Japanese 
anyway, but League-of-Nations property which is inherited by the United Nations. 
However, we will not press for early decision, which is unimportant. Our present han- 
dling of the islands is almost identical with the procedure which would be followed 
under trusteeship, and our control of the situation is complete. We can afford to wait. 

There is some discussion that the United States government has under consid- 
eration a plan whereby our share of the Italian Fleet would be returned to Italy for 
scrapping. Such a movement would be made with a view to salving the sensibilities 
of the Italians, for it could not mean any increase in the strength of their fleet which 
is rigidly fixed in the treaty signed two weeks ago. The Italian vessels, built for speed 
and rather shallow draft would be valueless to our Navy which must have vessels of 
long range and great stability. The former Italian vessels would, however, be of some 
value to nations which might have use for them in such bodies of water as the Medi- 
terranean, for which they were designed, or the Baltic or the Black sea. 

One notes with interest the return to the United States of two of our key men in 
the Far Hast, Lt. Gen. John R. Hodge, USA, commander of American occupation forces 
én Korea, and Admiral Charles M. Cooke, jr., USN, commander of U. 8. Naval Forces 
in the Western Pacific. Admiral Cooke most likely will discuss the effect of with- 
drawing our Naval forces from China, which would seem a logical move after the 
ordered withdrawal of our Marine and Army strength. General Hodge, of course, 
will have for discussion the many difficulties he has been having with the Russians 
and their effect upon the Koreans. 

+ The British White Paper on defense announces for the coming fiscal year an 
outlay. of £899,000,000 (roughly $4,000,000,000) for the armed services in the coming 
fiscal year and an estimate of 1,087,000 men and women in the forces one year hence. 
Compulsory military service will be maintained for the raising of reserves on short 
notice in the event of emergency. “The supreme object of British policy is to prevent 
war,” the paper states, adding that “seven years of war effort should not be thrown 
away by an ill-considered jettisoning of defense responsibility.” 

In a brief and plainspeaking communication to the Russian Foreign Affairs Min- 
ister this week Secretary of State Marshall gave full support to Under Secretary 
Dean Acheson whose recent remarks before a Senate Committee had been denounced 
by Soviet Russia as hostile and slanderous. Under our constitutional system, General 
Marshall stated, Mr. Acheson was “under a duty to answer frankly relevant” Con- 
gressional questions which had been explicitly ruled permissible. As to the specific 

point, that Mr. Acheson in his reply to a question had said that Russian foreign policy 
is “aggressive and expanding,” General Marshall replied: “You characterize the 
content of his statement as a rude slander and hostile to the Soviet Union. Under 
our standards a restrained comment on a matter of public policy is not a slander. 
‘Therefore, 1 know that on second thought you will not attribute hostility to frank- 
~ eae This is language which is readily understood, both in what it says and in what 
t means.

Signal Corps — The 1st Signal Company, a unit of the ist Infantry Division, has 
been authorized to wear the French Fourragere in the colors of the Medaille Militaire 
for operations in the Buropean Theater in World War II. The French Fourragere isa 
braid of yellow and green, worn on the left shoulder. In addition to the above award, 
the Ist Signal Company has been awarded credit for participation in three assault land- 
ings, and credit for participation in eight campaigns during World War II. 

The French Legion of Honor in the Grade of Officer was conferred recently at the 
French Embassy in Washington on the following general officers who served with the 
Signal Corps: Maj. Gen. H. C. Ingles, soon to retire as Chief Signal Officer ; Maj. Gen. 
James A. Code, Jr. (Ret) former Assistant Chief Signal Officer; Maj. Gen. W. H. 
Harrison, Reserve, for Chief, Procurement and Distribution Service, and Brig. Gen. 
Wrank B. Stoner, Assistant Chief Signal Officer, who was the wartime Chief of the 
Army Communications Service. 

Mr. Joseph M. Johnson, a staff engineer at Evans Signal Laboratory, has been 
elected Director of the Hudson Division, The American Radio Relay League of West 
Gartford, Conn. 

The Army Commendation Ribbon for outstanding service as Signal Officer, Eighth 
Army, Japan, has been awarded to Col. Rex V. Corput, jr, Signal Corps. 

Brig. Gen. Spencer B. Aikin (Col., Sig. C.) Chief Signal Officer and chief of Civil 
‘Communications, U. 8. Army Forces in the Far East since April 1946, was nominated 
by President Truman 5 Feb. to be Chief Signal Officer with the rank of major general 
for a period of four years. General Aikin served during the war as Chief Signal Officer 
‘in the Far East. He was born in 1889 at Greenville, Miss. 


Ships’ Service Stores—Secretary Forrestal has written a critic of the Navy’s 
\program.of central procurement for ships’ service stores that “our policy in this respect 
is based on sound business principles and that our manner of procurement is equitable 
and discriminates against no particular group.” The Secretary’s letter was in answer 
‘to a petition from the Military and Naval Distributors Association, Inc., that the Navy 
return to its former system of procurement from local wholesalers in the stocking of 
-ships’ service stores. 

Mr. Forrestal said that the new policy of central procurement is not clearly under- 
«stood by the wholesale distributors and jobbers, and pointed out the importance of the 
wholesale distributor in the marketing and distribution of some manufacturers’ entire 





output. He said that “no wholesale distributor, or for that matter, tid jobber or other 
supplier, is excluded from competing for Navy business. Contracts will be awarded to 
the supplier offering the best quality merchandise desired, at the lowest price and with 
the best distribution, no matter whether such supplier be manufacturer, wholesaler, or 
jobber.” ; 

The letter also declared : “While it is true that many of the contracts made by the 
Navy for supplying its resale stores have been negotiated with the prime manufactur- 
ers, this has obtained as a result of adhering to a policy of procuring merchandise on 
the basis of quality, low prices and distribution, rather than on a discriminatory policy 
which excludes all other types of suppliers. There can be no dispute with any policy 
which seeks to procure the best quality merchandise at the lowest possible prices and 
which is tendered under a distribution of the widest latitude. 

“BXxxperience to date has shown that prime manufacturers or prime suppliers offer 
the lowest prices and the best distribution and for these reasons alone, considering, of 
course, quality, have secured the greater part of the contracts issued.” 


Army Nurse Corps—With a view toward utilizing the skills of Army Nurse Corps 
personnel to the full extent, orders have been issued by the War Department that 
unless specifically and appropriately assigned to administrative positions, Army Nurse 
Corps personnel on duty in hospitals, except to cover emergencies, will not be assigned 
to non-nursing duties which can be delegated to other personnel. 

Included in the list of non-nursing duties are the operation of messes and house- 
keeping duties in female officers’ quarters. 

In order that the care of mental patients in military hospitals may be maintained 
at the highest professional standard, it has been ordered that care will be exercised 
to insure that nurses with psychiatric training are assigned to the care of neuro- 
psychiatric patients as far as the exigencies of the service will permit. 

It has also been ordered that nurses qualified in administration of anethaesia, 
operating room supervision, and neuropsychiatritry, in excess of the needs of the 
station to which assigned, will be reported immediately to The Surgeon General 
for reassignment. 

Lt. Col. Ruby F. Bryant, Army Nurse Corps, has been assigned to the Sur- 
geon’s Section, GHQ, as Director of Nurses, Far East Command. She replaces Lt. 
Col. Mary G. Phillips who has been called to Washington for an assignment in the 
Office of the Surgeon General. 

As Director, Colonel Bryant will head all Army nurses in the theatre. Her military 
assignments have included Assistant Director of Nursing Service, 3rd Service Com- 
mand, Baltimore, Md.; Director of Nursing Service, 4th Service Command, Atlanta, 
Ga., and Chief Nurse, Headquarters, PHILRYCOM. She also has been assigned at 
Walter Reed Hospital, Washington, D. C.; Philippine Islands, Ft. Benning, Ga., and 
Edgewood Arsenal, Md. 


Hydrographie Office — A Hydrographic Liaison Office has been established in the 
Main Navy building, (room 3029) Washington, D. C. for the convenience of Bureaus 
and Offices of the Navy Department. This office maintains a complete set of all charts 
and publications regularly issued by the Hydrographic Office, including Coast and 
Geodetic Survey and British Admiralty charts. A limited number of copies of all 
such charts and publications are available for official issue and sale. 


Transportation Corps — Col. Stephen W. Ackerman, Commandant of the Trans- 
portation School, Ft. Eustis, Va., will attend a conference of Service School com- 
manders at the Command and Staff College, Ft. Leavenworth, Kans., on 3, 4, and 5 
March. 

In accordance with War Department policy, effective 17 Feb., the organizational 
elements of the Office of the Chief of Transportation, presently designated as ““Groups” 
have been redesignated “Divisions”. Additicnally, the Military Training Group, Office 
of the Chief of Transportation, has been redesignated the “Training and Organization 
Division” and the Research and Development Group has been redesignated the “Re 
search and Engineering Division.” 


Marine Corps—A broad plan of officer procurement, under which the Marine 
Corps will train and commission officer candidates from five major sources represent- 
ing all walks of life in America, is soon to be put fully into force with the reactivation 
of the Platoon Leaders Course from which the Corps obtained numbers of its officers 
during the late ‘30's. 

The first recruiting drive for the new Platoon Leaders Course is scheduled to 
begin 1 March at approximately 230 colleges and universities all over the country. 
With this program added to existing officer procurement plans, it is expected that the 
Marine Corps will produce officers with more widely-diversified backgrounds than any 
other of the armed services. 

Besides the Platoon Leaders Course, the Corps will obtain officers from Naval 
ROTC courses, the U. S. Naval Academy, from enlisted ranks, and by commissioning 


+ especially qualified civilian college graduates. Graduates of the Naval Academy 


and NROTC training courses are assigned to the Marine Corps largely on a preference 
basis. , 

Under the Platoon Leaders Course, freshmen, sophomores and juniors, at the 
£30 schools so selected, sign agreements to attend six weeks summer training sessions 
at Quantico, in Reserve status. They receive pay and allowances only during this 
summer training, and pursue normal college courses. On graduation, they are com 
missioned in the Marine Corps Reserve, and especially qualified graduates enter the 
Regular Marine Corps. The colleges are not subsidized in any way, and the only cost 
to the government under this program is for summer training, 

The Marine Corps has already commissioned several graduates of the NROTO 
program, which is so arranged as to include a Marine officer on the staff of each 
Professor of Naval Science and Tactics directing a NROTC unit. In addition, four 
Executive Officers at NROTC colleges are Marine Officers. 

Besides commissioning men directly from enlisted ranks, general instructions 
of which are contained in LI-1385, the Corps also selects outstanding candidates for 
service quotas for the Naval Academy and NROTO courses. 


Army Reserve—Maj. Gen. Edward S. Bres, War Department, Executive for Re 
serve and ROTC affairs, this week announced the activation of 183 additional units ° 
the Organized Reserve Corps. This makes a total of 1,755 units activated to date.

Brig. Gen. William H. Middleswart (Lt. Col, QMC) Director, Military Planning 
Division, Office, of the Quartermaster General, since April, 1946, was named by 
President Truman 5 Feb. to be Assistant to The Quartermaster General for a period 
of four years with the rank of brigadier general. Early in the war General Middle- 
swart served as chief of the Quartermaster Observer Group, and later as Chief Quar- 
termaster, Atlantic Base Section in the United States, the British Isles and the 
European Theater of Operations.

National Guard—Public relations officers, representing National Guard organi- 
zations of the 48 States, Territories and the District of Columbia, attended a three-day 
meeting in Washington this week to coordinate public relations and enlistment pro- 
grams, aimed at bringing the National Guard up to 682,000 strength. The conference 
was called by Maj. Gen. Butler B. Miltonberger, Chief of the National Guard Bureau. 

Lt. Gen. Raymond S. McLain, of the Legislative and Liaison Division, War 
Department Special Staff, told the conference than unless Universal Military Training 
soon becomes a reality the nation’s security will be seriously endangered. General 
McLain, from OklAhoma, is the only National Guard officer to have attained the rank 
of lieutenant general. He said that the National Guard can provide a most effective 
soldier-civilian force, but warned that its ultimate success depends on the enactment 
of Universal Training.

It was decided that Civilian Army Advisory Committees will be asked to help 
solve the problem of National Guard recruiting, as they have helped in the past in 
obtaining men for the Regular Army. Lists of Enlisted Reserve Corps personnel will 
be furnished the National Guard from which the Guard may be able to recruit key 
specialists and noncommissioned officers. The National Guard, where possible, were 
asked to give armory space for Organized Reserve training. 


Finance Department—Lt. Col. Edmund L. Diugensky, FD, has been assigned as 
Chief of the Military Pay Branch of the Receipts and Disbursements Division, OCF, 
and Lt. Col. Cesareo Reguera, FD, as Chief of the Service Branch, Receipts and 
Disbursements Division, OCF.

Rear Adm. Charlie Paul McFeaters, 
USN-Ret., died 16 Feb. at the Naval 
Hospital, San Diego, after a protracted 
iliness.

Congress Awaits Unification 


With Congress expectant about the ar- 
rival of an Administration sponsored uni- 
fication bill—one supposedly agreed on in 
a conference of the War and Navy Depart- 
ments—the Senate’s Committee on Armed 
Services and Committee on Executive Ex- 
pnenditures are competing for the task of 
handling the legislation. Whether the bill 
would have more sympathetic considera- 
tion by one rather than the other of these 
committees has not been determined but 
the rules of the House of Representatives 
maks obligatory the referring of such a 
bill in the House to the Committee on Ex- 
ecutive Expenditures of that branch of 
Congress, and, so, rules out the possibility 
of committee competition there. 

Interpreted as an attempt to lessen the 
demand for unification of the services, 
was the introduction this week of three 
bills by Representative Cole (R-NY) and 
one by Representative Vinson (1D-Ga). 

Representative Cole introduced H. R. 
1989, which provides for the establishing 
of a National Security Board as an ad- 
junct to the Armed Forces, whose duties 
will have to do with maintaining and us- 
ing the nations resources; H. R. 1990, 
of a National Security Board as an ad- 
which would establish the Army Air 
Forces as a part of the Military Estab- 
lishment of the United States within the 
War Department ; H. R. 1991, to establish 
a Joint Chiefs of Staff as a part of the 
Armed Services of the United States. 

To the ARMy AND NAvy JOURNAL, Rep- 
resentative Cole disclaimed any purpose- 
ful attempt to offset the unification bill. 
Mr. Cole said “I simply prefer the plans 
contained in the bills over any plan to 
merge the services. They will provide a 
civilian group to balance the military. 
They will bring about more coordination. 
And they will overcome the objections of 
those now in favor of the merging of the 
services.”

Army-Navy Nurses Act 
Following is the full text of the com- 
bined bill for the permanent Nurse Corps 
of the Regular Army and Navy as agreed 
upon this week by the subcommittee of 
the House Committee on Armed Services 
for report to the full committee on 25 Feb. 

The bill is important not only because it 
establishes the Nurse Corps on a higher 
plane than before the war, but also be- 
cause it is the first piece of post-war 
personnel legislation to be closely studied 
by a committee of the 80th Congress and 
may therefor be considered as a proto- 
type and forerunner of those to come af- 
fecting the entire Services. 

Text 

To establish a permanent Nurse Corps of 
the Army and the Navy and to establish a 
Women’s Medical Specialist Corps in the 
Army. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of Amer- 
ica in Congress assembled, That this Act may 
be cited as the “Army-Navy Nurses Act of 
1947.” 

TITLE I 
ARMY NURSES AND WOMEN'S MEDICAL 
SPECIALIST CORPS 

Sec. 101. (a) Effective the date of enactment 
of this Act, there is established in the Medical 
Department of the Regular Army an Army 
Nurse Corps, which shall perform such serv- 
ices as may be prescribed by the Secretary 
of War. The authorized strength of the Army 
Nurse Corps, Regular Army, shall be in the 
ratio of six members thereof to every one 
thousand persons of the total authorized 
strength of the Regular Army, but not less 
than a minimum authorized strength of two 
thousand five hundred and fifty-eight mem- 
bers, The Army Nurse Corps, Regular Army, 
shall consist of officers in the grades of second 
lieutenant to lieutenant colonel, inclusive: 
Provided, That the number of lieutenant colo- 
nels on active duty shall at no time exceed 
seven-tenths per centum, and the number of 
majors on active duty shall at no time exceed 
1 6/10 per centum, of the authorized Regular 
Army officer strength of such corps. 

(b) From the officers permanently commis- 
sioned in such Army Nurse Corps, in perma- 
nent grade of major or above, and upon the 
recommendation of the Surgeon General of 
the Army, the Secretary of War shall appoint 
the Chief of the Army Nurse Corps, who shall! 
serve as such Chief during his pleasure for 
a term not to exceed four years and shall 
not be reappointed, and who, without vaca- 
tion of her permanent grade, shall have the 
temporary rank, pay, and allowances of a 
colonel while so serving. 

(c) Commissioned officers of the Army 
Nurse Corps, Regular Army, shall be ap- 
pointed by the President, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate, from female 
citizens of the United States who have at- 
tained the age of twenty-one years. Original 
appointments other than appointments made 
under sections 103, 104, and 105 shall be made 
only in the grade of second lieutenant from 
female persons not over twenty-eight years 
of age on the date of nomination by the Presi- 
dent, who are graduates of hospital or uni- 
versity training schools, who are registered 
nurses, and who possess such physical and 
other qualifications as may be prescribed by 
the Secretary of War. 

Sec. 102. (a) Effective the date of enactment 
of this Act, there is established in the Medical 
Department of the Regular Army, a Women's 
Medical Specialist Corps, which shall consist 
of a Dietitian Section, a Physical Therapist 
Section, and an Occupational Therapist Sec- 
tion, and which shall perform such services 
as may be prescribed by the Secretary of 
War. The authorized strength of the Wom- 
en’s Medical Specialist Corps, Regular Army, 
shall be in the ratio of nine-tenths of a mem- 
ber thereof to every one thousand persons in 
the total authorized strength of the Regular 
Army, but not less than a minimum author- 
ized strength as follows: Twenty-four officers 
in permanent commissioned grade of major 
and three hundred and eighty-five other offi- 
cers in permanent commissioned grades of 
captain to second lieutenant, inclusive. Any 
increase over and above the aforesaid mini- 
mum authorized strength shall be in perma- 
nent commissioned grades of captain to sec- 
ond lieutenant, inclusive. 

(b) From the officers permanently commis- 
sioned in such Women’s Medical Specialist 
Corps, the Secretary of War shall appoint (1) 
the Chief of the Women’s Medical Specialist 
Corps, who shall serve as such Chief during 
his pleasure, and who, without vacation of 
her permanent grade, shall have the tempo- 
rary rank, pay, and allowances of a colonel 
while so serving and (2) three Assistant Chiefs 
of the Women’s Medical Specialist Corps, who 
shall be the chiefs of the sections of the Wom- 
en's Medical Specialist Corps, to serve as such 
Assistant Chiefs during his pleasure, and who, 
without vacation of their permanent grades, 
shall have the temporary rank, pay, and al- 
——— of a lieutenant colonel while so serv- 
ng. 

(c) Commissioned officers of the Women’s 
Medica] Specialist Corps, Regular Army, shall 
be appointed by the President, by and with 
the advice and consent of the Senate, from fe- 
male citizens of the United States, who have 
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attained the age of twenty-one years, Original 
appointments other than appointments under 

sections 103, 104, and 105 hereof shall be made 
only in the grade of second lieutenant from 
female persons not over twenty-elght years 
of age on the date of nomination by the Presi- 
dent and who possess such physical and other 
qualifications as may be prescribed by the 
Secretary of War. 

Sec. 103. (a) Prior to a date one year fol 
lowing the date of enactment of this Act, 
each of the persons specified below shall be 
tendered an appointment as a commissioned 
officer in the Army Nurse Corps, Regular 
Army, established by this Act, in a grade as 
prescribed in section 104 hereof. 

This provision applies to each person who, 
on the date of enactment of this Act, is serv- 
ing honorably on active duty as a member, 
other than as Reserve nurse, of the Army 
Nurse Corps created by chapter V of the Act 
of 9 July 1918 (40 Stat, 879), as amended, 
regardless of whether such person is also serv- 
ing under an appointment made pursuant to 
the Act of 22 June 1944 (58 Stat. 324), and 
regardless of the age of such person. 

(b) Until a date one year following the date 
of enactment of this Act any person who is 
a female citizen of the United States, who is 
over twenty-one years of age, and who meets 
the physical and other qualifications pre- 
scribed by the Secretary of War, may be ap 
pointed a commissioned officer in the Army 
Nurse Corps, or the Women’s Medical Spe- 
clalist Corps, Regular Army, established by 
this Act, in a grade as prescribed in section 
104 hereof: Provided, That a person appointed 
a commissioned officer in the Army Nurse 
Corps under this provision, who shall not 
have attained the age of thirty-five on the 
date of nomination by the President, shall be 
otherwise qualified and during any of the 
wars in which the United States is presently 
engaged, shall have served honorably on ac- 
tive duty as a commissioned officer of the 
Army of the United States, pursuant to the 
Act of 22 June 1944 (58 Stat. 324), or as a 
member, including the status of Reserve nurse, 
of the Army Nurse Corps created by chapter 
V of the Act of 9 July, 1918 (40 Stat. 879): 
Provided further, That no person shall be ap- 
pointed a commissioned officer in the Wom- 
en’s Medical Specialist Corps under this sec- 
tion, except a person otherwise qualified, who 
during any of the wars in which the United 
States is presently engaged served honorably 
on active duty as a dietitian or physical 
therapist with the Medical Department of the 
Army of the United States appointed pur- 
suant to the Act of 22 June 1944 (58 Stat. 324), 
or who served honorably as an occupationa) 
therapist with the Medical Department of the 
Army in the status of a civilian employee. 

Sec. 104. A person appointed under the pro- 
visions of this title who is credited, as pro- 
vided in section 105 hereof, with less than the 
minimum length of service now or hereafter 
prescribed for promotion of promotion-list 
officers to the grade of first lieutenant, shall 
be appointed in the grade of second lieu- 
tenant; a person credited with service equal 
to or greater than the minimum length of 
service now or hereafter prescribed for pro- 
motion of promotion-list officers to the grade 
of first lieutenant, but less than the minimum 
length of service now or hereafter prescribed 
for promotion of promotion-list officers to the 
grade of captain, shall be appointed in the 
grade of first lieutenant; a person credited 
with service equal to or greater than the 
minimum length of service now or herafter 
prescribed for promotion of promotion-list 
officers to the grade of captain, shall be ap- 
pointed in the grade of captain; majors and 
lieutenant colonels shall be appointed by se- 
lection, to fill vacancies in those grades from 
among persons who are appointed or are 
qualified for appointment in the grade of cap- 
tain: Provided, That no person shall be ap- 
pointed in the Army Nurse Corps or the 
Women’s Medical Specialist Corps in a grade 
higher than the rank (either actual or rela- 
tive) which such person held during any 
of the wars in which the United States is now 
engaged. 

Sec. 105. (a) For the purposes specified in 
subsection (b) herecf, each person appointed 
pursuant to provisions of this title shall, at 
the time of her appointment, be credited with 
whichever is the greater of the following two 
periods of service: (1) A period of service 
equal to the number of years, months, and 
days which such person served on active Fed- 
eral military service either as a member (in- 
cluding the status of Reserve nurse) of the 
Army Nurse Corps created by chapter V of 
the Act of 9 July 1918 (40 Stat. 879), as amend- 
ed, or as a dietitian or physical therapist 
with the Medical Department of the Army 
under the provisions of the Act of 22 De- 
cember 1942 (56 Stat. 1072), or in the status 
of a commissioned officer in the Army of the 
United States under appointment pursuant 
to the Act of 22 June 1944 (58 Stat. 324); or 
(2) a period of service determined construc- 
tively in accordance with regulations pre- 
scribed by the Secretary of War: Provided, 
That in computing the total period of active 
Federal military service each such person 
honorably discharged or separated from ac- 
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12 May 1945, shall also be credited with the 
period from the date of her discharge or 
separation from active Federal military serv- 
ice to the date of her appointment. 

(b) The period of service credited to a per- 
son as provided in subsection (a) hereof 
shall be counted and construed as continuous 
active commissioned service on the active list 
of the Regular Army for the following two 
purposes: (1) For the purpose of determin- 
ing the grade and rank of a person appointed 
under the provisions of this title, and (2) 
for the purpose of determining a person's 
right to promotion subsequent to appointment 
under the provisions of this title. Except for 
the foregoing specified purposes, provisions 
of existing law regarding length of service 
and benefits accruing therefrom shall not be 
affected. 

Sec. 106. Relative rank among commissioned 
officers of the Army Nurse Corps and the 
Women's Medical Specialist Corps, within 
each corps, and between such officers and 
other commissioned officers of the Regular 
Army, shall be determined in the manner now 
or hereafter prescribed by iaw for the deter- 
mination of relative rank among other com- 
missioned officers of the Regular Army. Com- 
missioned officers of each such corps shall not 
be entitled, by virtue of their rank, to com- 
mand, except within their respective corps, 
and over such persons as may be placed under 
their charge by competent authority, but may 
be assigned by the Secretary of War to per- 
form such duties as the interests of the serv- 
ice may require. 

Sec. 107. (a) Commissioned officers of the 
Army Nurse Corps and the Women’s Medical 
Specialist Corps, Regular Army, shall, upon 
completion of the length of service now or 
hereafter prescribed for promotion of promo- 
tion-list officers to the grade of first lieu- 
tenant, be promoted to the permanent grade 
of first lieutenant; commissioned officers of 
such corps shall, after completing the length 
of service now or hereafter prescribed for 
promotion of promotion-list officers to the 
grade of captain, be promoted to the perma- 
nent grade of captain upon satisfactorily 
passing such examinations as the Secretary 
of War shall prescribe. Promotion to the 
permanent grade of major shall be by selec- 
tion, under regulations prescribed by the Sec- 
retary of War, from among officers in the 
grade of captain who have completed the 
length of service now or hereafter prescribed 
for promotion of promotion-list officers to the 
grade of major, Promotion to the permanent 
grade of lieutenant colonel shall be by selec- 
tion, under regulations prescribed by the Sec- 
retary of War, from officers in the permanent 
grade of major with at least one year’s service 
in the grade of major. 

(b) The examination for promotion referred 
to in subsection (a) above shall be prescribed 
by the Secretary of War and shall be held 
before a board of three officers designated by 
the Secretary of War. Should any officer fail 
to pass such examination, she shall be con- 
tinued on active duty for a period of one 
year after the date upon which her promo- 
tion would normally have occurred, but with- 
out being so promoted, and upon the expira- 
tion of such year, or such time anterior to 
the expiration thereof as may be determined 
by the Secretary of War to be for the best 
interests of the service, such officer shal] un- 
dergo such reexamination as may be pre- 
scribed by the Secretary of War and which 
shall be held before a board of officers desig- 
nated by the Secretary of War, none of whom 
participated in the original examination of 
the officer concerned, If the officer concerned 
fails to pass the reexamination, she shall be 
honorably discharged from the service in the 
permanent grade then held with severance pay 
the same as now or hereafter prescribed for 
officers of the Regular Army separated by rea- 
son of not being selected for promotion. 

Sec. 108. (a) An officer on the active list of 
either the Army Nurse Corps or the Women’s 
Medical Specialist Corps, Regular Army, after 
twenty years’ active Federal service in the 
armed forces of the United States, may upon 
her request, at the discretion of the Secre- 
tary of War, be retired and shall receive 
retired pay equal to 24% per centum of the base 
and longevity pay she would receive if serv- 
ing on active duty in the grade in which re- 
tired, multiplied by a number equal to the 
number of years of such active Federal serv- 
ice: Provided, That in computing the number 
of years of such service for the purpose of 
determining the percentage of active-duty pay, 
and for no other purpose, any fractional part 
of a year amounting to six months or more 
shall be counted as a complete year: Pro- 
vided further, That in no event shal] such 
retired pay exceed 75 per centum of such 
base and longevity pay: And provided fur- 
ther, That regardless of the years of service 
completed, at any time after such an officer 
shall have attained the age of fifty, if her 
permanent grade is below that of major, or 
at any time after such an officer shall have 
attained the age of fifty-five, if her perma- 
nent grade is major or higher, she may, at 
the discretion of the Secretary of War without 
her consent, be retired and upon such retire- 





ment she shal) receive retired pay equal to 3 
per centum of the base and longevity pay 
she would receive if serving on active duty in 
the grade in which retired, multiplied by a 
number equal to the number of years of her 
active Federal service, but in no event shall 
such retired pay exceed 75 per centum of such 
base and longevity pay. 


(b) Unless entitled to higher retired rank or 
pay under any provision of law, each com- 
missioned officer who shall have served for 
four years as Chief of the Army Nurse Corps, 
Regular Army, or as Chief of the Women's 
Medical Specialist Corps, Regular Army, or 
as an Assistant Chief of the Women’s Medical 
Specialist Corps, Regular Army, shall upon 
retirement be retired with the rank held by 
her while so serving, and shall receive retired 
pay at the rate prescribed by law, computed 
on the basis of the base and longevity pay 
which she would receive if serving on active 
duty with such rank, and if thereafter re- 
called to active service, shall be recalled in 
such rank and shall constitute an additional 
number therein: Provided, That the commis- 
sioned officer first appointed as Chief of the 
Army Nurse Corps and the commissioned 
officer first appointed as Chief of the Wom- 
en’s Medical Specialist Corps, pursuant to 
this Act, shall, without limitation as to the 
time they shal] serve in such capacities, upon 
retirement be retired with the rank held while 
so serving, and shall receive retired pay at 
the rate prescribed by law, computed on the 
basis of the base and longevity pay they 
would receive if serving on active duty with 
such rank. 


(c) In determining eligibility for retirement 
and the percentage of active-service pay to 
be employed in computing the amount of re- 
tired pay under any provision of law, each 
commissioned officer on the active list of the 
Regular Army who is commissioned in any 
of the corps established by this Act, shall be 
deemed to have at least the same length of 
continuous active commissioned service in the 
Regular Army as any officer junior to her 
rank in the Medical Department of the Regu- 
lar Army. 

Sec. 109. Except as otherwise specifically 
provided, all laws now or hereafter applicable 
to male commissioned officers of the Regular 
Army, to former male commissioned officers 
of the Regular Army, and to their dependents 
and beneficiaries, shall in like cases be ap- 
plicable respectively to commissioned officers 
of any of the corps established by this Act, 
Regular Army, to former commissioned offi- 
cers of any of the corps established by this 
Act, Regular Army, and to their dependents 
and beneficiaries. 

Sec. 110. Except for the purpose of deter- 
mining a person’s grade, rank, and right to 
promotion in the Regular Army (see section 
105 (b) hereof) in computing years of active 
Federal military service for all purposes of 
any person, there shall be credited active 
military service in the Army Nurse Corps and 
in the Navy Nurse Corps, active military 
service rendered pursuant to an appointment 
under the provisions of the Act of 22 Decem- 
ber 1942 (56 Stat. 1072), and active military 
service rendered pursuant to an appointment 
under the Act of 23 June 144 (58 Stat. 324). 

Sec. 111. The Secretary of War, under the 
circumstances and in accordance with regu- 
lations prescribed by the President, may ter- 
minate the commission of any officer commis- 
sioned in any of the corps established by this 
title. 

Sec. 112. Personne] appointed in the Regu- 
lar Army under the provisions of this Act 
shall be in addition to the numbers of other 
commissioned officers of the Regular Army 
now or hereafter prescribed by law. 

Sec. 113. (a) Effective on the date of enact- 
ment of this Act, no further appointment shall 
be made in the Army Nurse Corps created 
by chapter V of the Act of 9 July 1918 (40 
Stat. 879), as amended, and no further ap- 
pointment shall be made pursuant to the Act 
of 22 December 1942 (56 Stat. 1073), or pur- 
suant to the Act of 22 June 1944 (58 Stat. 
324). The acceptance of any Regular Army 
appointment under this Act shall operate to 
vacate any other military or civilian status 
in or with the Military Establishment there- 
tofore occupied by the appointee except an 
appointment pursuant to the Act of 22 June 
1944. 


(b) Effective six months following the date 
of enactment of this Act, the Army Nurse 
Corps created by chapter V of the Act of 9 
July 1918 (40 Stat. 879), as amended, and all 
offices and appointments therein shall cease 
to exist: Provided, That this provision shall 
not affect the rights, benefits, privileges, pay, 
allowances, gratuities, or leave accrued to 
a person, her dependents, or beneficiaries by 
virtue of any laws or regulations in effect 
prior to the enactment of this Act, and where 
necessary to the full enjoyment of terminal 
leave, terminal-leave pay, retirement and re- 
tired pay, pensions, travel allowance, trans- 
portation of dependents and effects, and 
rights, benefits, privileges and gratuities to 
which such person or her dependents have be- 
come entitled, such corps, offices, and appoint- 
ments shall continue to exist but only for 
such purposes. 

Sec. 114. Effective the date of enactment of 
this Act, there shall be established in the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps of the Army of the 
United States an Army Nurse Corps Section 





and a Women’s Medica!) Specialist Corps Sec- 
tion. 

Sec. 115. Except as otherwise specifically 
provided, all laws and regulations now or 
hereafter applicable to commissioned officers 
and former commissioned officers of the OfM- 
cers’ Reserve Corps, and to their dependents 
and beneficiaries, shall, in like cases, be ap- 
plicable respectively to commissioned officers 
and former commissioned officers of the Army 
Nurse Corps Section and the Women’s Med- 
ical Specialist Corps Section of the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps, and to their dependents and 
beneficiaries. 

Sec. 116. Appointments in the Army Nurse 
Corps Section and the Women’s Medical Spe- 
cialist Corps Section of the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps may be made in such grades and un- 
der such regulations as may be prescribed by 
the Secretary of War, from female citizens 
of the United States, who have attained the 
age of twenty-one years, and who possess 
such physical and other qualifications as may 
be prescribed by the Secretary of War: Pro- 
vided, That female officers appointed pur- 
suant to the Act of 22 June 1944, and hon- 
orably separated from the service thereafter 
may, if otherwise qualified, be appointed in 
the appropriate section of the Officers’ Re- 
serve Corps established hereby in the highest 
grade satisfactorily held by her in active 
service. 

Sec. 117. In addition to the obligation to 
render active service now or hereafter pro- 
vided with respect to other members of the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps a member of those sec- 
tions established in the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps by this title may, with her consent, be 
called to active duty by the Secretary of War 
for any period or periods of time according 
to the needs of the Military Establishment, 
as determined by the Secretary of War. 


TITLE II 
NAVY NURSE CORPS 


Sec, 201. A Nurse Corps, which shall 
be a component part of the Medical Depart- 
ment of the Navy, is hereby created and es- 
tablished as a staff corps of the United 
States Navy. The Navy Nurse Corps 
shall consist of officers commissioned in the 
grade of nurse by the President, by and with 
the advice and consent of the Senate, and 
such officers shall have the rank of com- 
mander, lieutenant commander, lieutenant, 
lieutenant (junior grade), or ensign. Pro- 
vided, That the total number of officers 
in the permanent rank of commander and 
lieutenant commander shall not exceed seven- 
tenths per centum and one and six-tenths per 
centum, respectively, of the tota] number of 
officers permanently commissioned in the 
Navy Nurse Corps and serving on active duty. 
The total authorized number of officers of the 
Nurse Corps shall be six for each thousand of 
the authorized number of officers, midship- 
men, and enlisted personnel of the active list 
of the Regular Navy and Regular Marine 
Corps. 

Sec. 202. There shall be a Director of the 
Nurse Corps appointed by the Secretary of 
the Navy, upon the recommendation of the 
Surgeon General of the Navy, from among 
the officers of the active list of the Nurse 
Corps of the permanent grade of lieutenant 
commander or commander for a term of not 
more than four years, to serve at the pleasure 
of the Secretary of Navy. While so serving 
the Director shal) have the rank of captain, 
shall be entitled to the pay and allowances 
as are now or may be hereafter prescribed by 
law for a captain of the Navy, and her regu- 
lar status as a commissioned officer of the 
Nurse Corps shall not be disturbed by reason 
of such appointment. 

Sec. 203. All members of the active list of 
the existing Nurse Corps of the Regular 
Navy, who, on the effective date of this Act, 
are serving in a temporary rank authorized 
by present law, may, during a period of not 
more than six months after enactment of this 
Act, be transferred to the Nurse Corps created 
by this Act, and, upon transfer, shall be ap- 
pointed for temporary service pursuant to, 
and subject to the limitations of, the Act of 
24 July 1941 (55 Stat. 603), as now or here- 
after amended, to the same rank and with the 
same precedence held by them on the date of 
such transfer, and for the purposes of such 
appointments under the said Act, such mem- 
bers of the Nurse Corps shall be considered 
to be commissioned officers in the Regular 
Navy. Nurses so transferred, who at the time 
of such transfer had to their credit leave ac- 
erued but not taken, shall not, by reason of 
such transfer, lose such accrued leave, Prior 
to the termination of their temporary ap- 
pointments, the Secretary of the Navy shall 
appoint a board of not less than three naval 
officers, who, in accordance with such regula- 
tions as he may prescribe, shal] assign run- 
ning mates to the Nurse Corps officers trans- 
ferred and appointed for temporary service 
pursuant to this section, and such officers 
shall be assigned permanent ranks corre- 
sponding to the permanent ranks held by 
their running mates: Provided, That no offi- 
cer of the Nurse Corps shall be assigned a 
permanent rank above that of commander. 

Sec. 204. Except as provided in sections 203 
and 211 of this title, appointments to the grade 
of nurse in the Regular Navy shall be with 
the rank of ensign, and each such appoint- 
ment shall be subject to revocation by the 
Secretary of the Navy until such time as the 





appointee is advanced to the rank of lieuten- 
ant (junior grade). Officers whose appoint- 
ments are so revoked shall be discharged from 
the service without advanced pay. Such ap- 
pointees shall be female citizens of the United 
States who shall have reached the age of 
twenty-one years on 1 July of the calendar 
year in which appointed, and who shall not 
have reached the age of twenty-nine years on 
1 July of the calendar year in which ap- 
pointed. No person shall be appointed pur- 
suant to this section until she shal] have es- 
tablished her mental, moral, educational, pro- 
fessional, and physical qualifications to the 
satisfaction of the Secretary of the Navy. 


Sec. 205. Officers of the Navy Nurse Corps 
shall have authority in medical and sanitary 
matters and all other work within the line of 
their professional duties in and about naval! 
hospitals and other activities of the Medica! 
Department of the Navy next after officers of 
the Medical Corps and the Dental Corps of 
the Navy. They shall exercise such military 
authority as may be prescribed from time to 
time by the Secretary of the Navy: Provided, 
That they shall not be eligible for the exer- 
cise of command. 


Sec. 206. (a) Subject to the limitations of 
section 201 of this Act, all provisions of law 
now existing or hereafter enacted relating to 
the advancement in rank of officers of the staff 
corps of the Navy, except those provisions re- 
lating to the same subject matter provided for 
in the following subsections of this section, 
shall be construed to include officers of the 
Nurse Corps. 

(b) Paragraph 2, section 16, of the Act of 
10 June 1926 (44 Stat. 723); section 17 of the 
Act of 10 June 1926 (44 Stat. 724) ; and section 
4 of the Act of 5 August 1935 (49 Stat. 580), 
shall not apply to officers of the Nurse Corps 
established by this title. 

(c) Section 3 of the Act of 10 June 1926, is 
hereby amended by inserting the following 
proviso after the colon which appears after 
the word “mate” in line 17, paragraph 4, 
thereof, on page 718, volume 44, Statutes at 
Large: “Provided further, That an officer of 
the Nurse Corps recommended for advance- 
ment to the rank of commander in the ap- 
proved report of a selection board shall be 
eligible for advancement to such rank when 
a vacancy occurs therein and when so ad- 
vanced, such officer shall be entitled to the 
pay and allowances of the rank of commander 
only from the date of the vacancy :"’. 


(d) Section 16 of the Act of 10 June 1926, is 
hereby amended by striking out the period 
as it appears after the word “him” in line 7, 
paragraph 1, thereof, on page 723, volume 44, 
Statutes at Large, substituting a colon there- 
for, and adding the following proviso: “Pro- 
vided, That a selection board to recommend 
officers of the Nurse Corps for advancement 
to the rank of commander shall be convened 
only if there exists a vacancy in such rank or 
if the Secretary of the Navy estimates or de- 
termines that a vacancy will occur in the en- 
suing twelve-month period.” 

(e) Boards for selection of Nurse Corps offi- 
cers for recommendation for advancement to 
the ranks of commander, lieutenant com- 
mander, and lieutenant shall be composed of 
not less than six nor more than nine officers 
not below the rank of captain on the active 
or retired list of the Medica] Corps: Provided, 
That in case there is not a sufficient number 
of officers of the Medical Corps legally or 
physically qualified to serve on the selection 
board as herein provided, officers of the line 
of the active list of the rank of captain may 
be detailed to duty on such board to con- 
stitute the required membership. 

Sec. 207. (a) All provisions of law now ex- 
isting or hereafter enacted relating to retired 
officers of the staff corps of the Navy and to 
the retirement or separation from the active 
list of such officers, except those provisions 
relating to the same subject matter provided 
for in the following subsections of this sec- 
tion, shall be construed to include officers of 
the Nurse Corps. 

(b) Each officer of the Navy Nurse Corps 
who attains the age of fifty-five years while 
serving in the rank of commander or lieuten- 
ant commander and each officer of such corps 
who attains the age of fifty years while serv- 
ing in the rank of lieutenant or below, shal! 
be retired by the President on the first day 
of the month following that in which she at- 
tains such age, and except as otherwise pro- 
vided in this section, shall be placed on the 
retired list in the permanent rank held by her 
at the time of retirement. Nothing contained 
in this subsection shall be construed to pro- 
hibit the transfer, under .section 208 hereof, 
to the Nurse Corps created by this Act of such 
members of the Nurse Corps, which existed 
prior to the enactment of this Act, as may 
have reached the retirement ages specified 
herein prior to such transfer. 

(c) An officer of the Navy Nurse Corps, who 
may be retired for any reason while serving 
as Director of such corps or subsequent to 
service as Director while serving in a lower 
rank, may, in the discretion of the President 
if she shall have served two and one-half years 
or more as Director, be placed on the retired 
list in the rank held by her as Director: Pro- 
vided, That the commissioned officer first ap- 
pointed as Director of the Navy Nurse Corps 
pursuant to this Act, shall without limitation 
as to the time she shall serve in such capacity, 
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upon retirement be retired with the rank held 
while so serving, and shal] receive retired pay 
at the rate prescribed by law, computed on 
the basis of the base and longevity pay she 
would receive if serving on active duty with 
such rank. 

(d) An officer of the Navy Nurse Corps who 
shall have served prior to July 1, 1946, in a 
rank higher than her permanent rank, other 
than by virtue of appointment as Director of 
the said corps, shall, when retired for any 
reason if not otherwise entitled to the same 
or higher rank, be advanced to the highest 
rank in which, as determined by the Secretary 
of the Navy, she served satisfactorily. In any 
ease where, as determined by the Secretary of 
the Navy, any such officer has not performed 
satisfactory duty in the highest rank held by 
her while on active duty, she shall be placed 
on the retired list with the next lower rank 
in which she has served but not lower than 
her permanent rank. 

(e) An officer of the Nurse Corps placed on 
the retired list in her permanent rank pur- 
suant to subsection (b) of this section shall 
receive retired pay at the rate of 3 per centum 
of the active-duty pay to which entitled at the 
time of retirement multiplied by the number 
of years for which entitled to credit inthecom- 
putation of her active-duty pay, not to ex- 
ceed a total of 75 per centum of said active- 
duty pay. 

(f) An officer of the Nurse Corps retired by 
reason of physical disability incurred in the 
line of duty shall, if placed on the retired list 
in a rank higher than her permanent rank, 
receive retired pay equai to 75 per centum of 
active-duty pay to which she would be en- 
titled if serving, at the time of retirement, on 
active duty in the rank in which placed upon 
the retired list. 

(g) An officer of the Nurse Corps retired 
other than by reason of physical disability in- 
eurred in the line of duty shall, if placed on 
the retired list in a rank higher than her per- 
manent rank, receive retired pay equal to 2% 
or 3 per centum of the active-duty pay to 
which she would be entitled if serving, at the 
time of retirement, on active duty in the rank 
in which placed upon the retired list, multi- 
plied by the number of years for which en- 
titled to credit in the computation of her 
active-duty pay, not to exceed a total of 75 
per centum of said active-duty pay. 

(h) In any instance in which retired pay is 
computed as prescribed in subsections (e) 
and (g) of this section, a fractional year of 
six months or more shall be considered a full 
year in computing the number of years by 
which the rate of 2% or 3 per centum is multi- 
plied. 

(i) The number of years service to be 
credited to officers of the Navy Nurse Corps 
in determining their eligibility for voluntary 
retirement shall be based on the total of all 
active service either under an appointment or 
contract or as a commissioned officer in the 
Nurse Corps of the Army or Navy, or the re- 
serve components thereof and all active ser- 
vice in the Nurse Corps or the Nurse Corps 
Reserve abolished by this Act shall, for this 
purpose only, be regarded as commissioned 
service in the Navy or the reserve components 
thereof, as the case may be. 

(j) Retired officers of the Navy Nurse Corps 
shall be authorized to bear the title, and, un- 
der such regulations as may be prescribed by 
the Secretary of the Navy, to wear the unl- 
form of the rank with which retired. 


Sec. 208. (a) All provisions of law relating 
to pay, leave, money allowances for subsist- 
ence and :ental of quarters, mileage and other 
travel allowances, or other allowances, bene- 
fits, or emoluments, of male officers of the 
Navy, except those provisions relating to the 
same subject matter provided for in subsec- 
tion (b) of this section, are hereby made ap- 
plicable to officers of the Nurse Corps: Pro- 
vided, That the husbands of officers of the 
Navy Nurse Corps shall not be considered de- 
pendents of such officers unless they are in 
fact dependent on their wives for their chief 
support, and the children of such officers shall 
not be considered dependents unless their 
father is dead or they are in fact dependent 
on their mother for their chief support: Pro- 
vided further, That officers of the Nurse Corps 
may be subsisted in hospital messes in ac- 
cordance with section 17 (a) of the Act of 
2 August 1946 (Public Law 604, Seventy-ninth 
Congress, second session), and such officers 
may be assigned quarters in naval hospitals 
under such regulations as the Secretary of the 
Navy may prescribe. 

_(b) Longevity pay for officers of the Navy 
Nurse Corps shall be based upon the total of 
all periods of active service during which they 
have held or shall hold appointments as 
nurses or as commissioned officers in the 
Nurse Corps of the Army, Navy, or Public 
—_ Service, or the reserve components 

reof. 


Sec. 200. The Secretary of the Navy, under 
the circumstances and in accordance with the 
regulations prescribed by the President, may 
ee S commission of any officer com- 
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t. 1175), as amended, is hereby further 





amended by adding after section 508 thereof 
an additional title as follows: 
“TITLE VI—NURSE CORPS RESERVE 


“Sec. 601. A Nurse Corps Reserve is hereby 
established which shall be a branch of the 
Naval Reserve and shall be administered un- 
der the same provisions in all respects (ex- 
cept as may be necessary to adapt said pro- 
visions to the Nurse Corps Reserve, or as 
specifically provided herein) as those con- 
tained in this Act or which may hereafter be 
enacted with respect to the Volunteer Re- 
serve. 

“Sec. 602. Members of the Nurse Corps Re- 
serve may be commissioned in appropriate 
ranks corresponding to those of the Nurse 
Corps of the Regular Navy in accordance 
with such regulations as the Secretary of the 
Navy may prescribe. Such members of the 
Nurse Corps Reserve, when on active duty, 
shall have the same authority in and about 
naval hospitals and other activities of the 
Medical Department of the Navy as officers 
of the Nurse Corps of the Regular Navy. 

“Sec. 603. The Reserve established by this 
title shall be composed of members who are 
female citizens of the United States and who 
shall have such professional or other qualifi- 
cations as shall be prescribed by the Secre- 
tary of the Navy. 

“Sec. 604. All nurses of the Volunteer Re- 
serve appointed under the authority of title 
I, section 4, of this Act are hereby trans- 
ferred to the Nurse Corps Reserve established 
by section 601 of this title in such permanent 
ranks as the Secretary of the Navy may deter- 
mine and the temporary ranks held by those 
on active duty on the effective date of this 
title shall not be vacated by reason of such 
transfer. Bach nurse so transferred, who at 
the time of such transfer had to her credit 
leave accrued but not taken, may, subsequent 
to such transfer, be granted such leave with- 
out loss of pay and allowances.” 


Sec. 211. Sections 5, 6, and 7 of the Act of 
18 April 1946 (60 Stat. 92), as now or here- 
after amended, shall be construed to include 
members of the Nurse Corps Reserve and 
former members of the Nurse Corps or the 
Nurse Corps Reserve abolished by this Act: 
Provided, That no member of the Nurse Corps 
Reserve or former member of the Nurse Corps 
or the Nurse Corps Reserve who has reached 
the age of thirty-five years shal] be commis- 
sioned in the Nurse Corps of the United States 
Navy created and established by this Act. 

Sec. 212. Nurses appointed to commissioned 
rank pursuant to section 203 of this title who, 
under a prior appointment in the Nurse Corps, 
shall have subscribed to the oath of office as 
required by section 1757, Revised Statutes, 
shall not be required to renew such oath or 
take a new oath under her appointment as a 
commissioned officer in the Nurse Corps of 
the United States Navy if her service in the 
Nurse Corps after taking such oath shall have 
been continuous. 

Sec. 213. Effective six months after enact- 
ment of this title, all laws or parts of laws 
inconsistent with the provisions of this title 
are hereby repealed, and the provisions of this 
title shall be in effect in lieu thereof and such 
repeal shall include but shall not be limited 
to the following Acts and parts of Acts: 

(a) The third paragraph, subheading “‘Re- 
pairs, Bureau of Medicine and Surgery,” head- 
ing “Bureau of Medicine and Surgery,” of the 
Act of 13 May 1908, as it appears on page 
146, volume 35, Statutes at Large.

360), which authorizes an 
increase of 20 per centum in base pay of 
Navy nurses while on sea duty.

Nurse Corps. 

(gz) The Act of 3 July 1942 (56 Stat. 646). 

(h) Section 7 of the Act of 22 December 
1942 (56 Stat. 1074). 

(i) The Act of 26 February 1944 (58 Stat. 
105). 

(j) The Act of 3 December 1945 (59 Stat. 594). 

Sec. 214. All provisions of existing law re- 
pealed by section 213 of this title, which relate 
to the retirement and the retired pay of mem- 
bers or officers of the Navy Nurse Corps, shal! 
remain in effect with respect to such mem- 
bers or officers who have been retired prior 
to the effective date of section 213 of this title, 
and no retired member or officer of the Navy 
Nurse Corps shal] suffer by reason of this 
title any reduction or loss of retirement bene- 
fits to which she was entitled upon the effec- 
tive date of this Act. 

Sec. 215. Except as provided in section 213 
hereof, this Title shall take effect upon the 
date of its enactment.

Figures on 
later classes show a sharp decline in 
casualties, because of the tinie required 
for specialized branch training and join- 
ing overseas units. 

When you realize that no one entering 
either academy had the faintest idea when 
the war would be over, you can see that 
the guy seeking a bed of athletic roses 
would have been far better off elsewhere.

Financial Digest 

Gains in both exports and imports this 
year are forecast in a report of post-war 
trends in the United States foreign trade 
just issued by the Chamber of Commerce 
of the United States. Assuming a con- 
tinued high rate of business activity, the 
report estimates merchandise exports may 
exceed $11 billion in 1947, compared with 
$9,700,000,000 in 1946. Imports, the report 
estimates, may reach $6 billion, compared 
with $4,900,000,000 in 1946. 

The 1946 export total is only $100 mil- 
lion under the figure for 1945, which cov- 
ered eight months of the war and heavy 
lend-lease shipments. The projected gains 
for 1947 are based in part on assumption 
of further expansions in United States 
production of many types of capital goods 
and durable consumer goods, which would 
permit increased shipments of these items 
abroad. 

Prepared by the Chamber’s Foreign 
Commerce Department, the report says 
that so far as the war-torn countries are 
concerned there is little doubt that de- 
mands for reconstruction goods in 1947 
will continue as strong as in 1946, and 
that the United States will be the chief 
supplier. 

Suggesting the wide gap between ex- 
ports and imports may be narrowed in 
the years after 1947, the report says that 
in the longer run, regardless of the size 
of our total trade, merchandise import 
values must come into close conformity 
with export value, or even equal or ex- 
ceed export value for a period, if we are 
to receive payment for the capital we 
have loaned and will lend and if complete 
restoration of a healthy multilateral 
world trade is to be realized. The report 
adds that the possibilities of increasing 
our imports with reasonable protection 
for American producers must be given 
more careful consideration than in the 
past. 


Secretary of War Urges UMT 

Secretary of War Patterson, speaking 
at the activation of Army Reserve units, 
City Hall Auditorium, New York City, 20 
Feb., again urged Universal Military 
Training as the means of carrying out 
the Organized Reserve and National 
Guard programs. 

“Without such a system,” Secretary 
Patterson said, “the National Guard units 
and Organized Reserve units that exist 
on paper cannot be expected to obtain 
their allotted strength. And without Uni- 
versal Military Training there will be no 
pool of trained men for replacements and 
possible expansion.”

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Merchant Marine 


The story of progress in transition of 
the American merchant marine from total 
mobilization for war to private operation 
in world commerce is unfolded in the an- 
nual report of the Maritime Commission 
for the fiscal year ending 30 June 146, 
just submitted to Congress. 

In his letter of transmittal, Vice Adm. 
William W. Smith, USN (Ret), chairman 
of the Commission, states that the report 
is “also an accounting of the work of the 
Commission in liquidating its wartime 
construction program, the initial steps 
taken toward disposal of surplus war- 
built vessels, and its plans for carrying 
out the policy declared in the Merchant 
Marine Act of 1936, as amended, for the 
maintenance of a merchant fleet adequate 
for national defense and to carry our 
domestic and a substantial portion of our 
water-borne foreign commerce.” 

Excerpts from Admiral Smith’s letter 
follow : 

“Approximately 900 large vessels had been 
requisitioned during the war, of which 75) 
had been returned by the end of the fiscal year 
1946, and only 27 remained in government 
service by 1 Jan. 1947. 

“Applications had been received by 1 Jan. 
1947 from American citizens for the purcha: « 
of over 400 vessels and for charter of about 
1,300 vessels. Of these over 100 were delivered 
to purchasers and. over 1,000 applications fer 
charter were approved by that date. Applica 
tions for purchase of over 1,000 ships were 
also received during this period from foreign 
operators and governments. As of 15 Dec. 1946, 
1,742 vessels had been placed in the nine 
permanent and temporary reserve sites main- 
tained for storage of the National defense re- 
serve fleet and the surplus vessels which may 
be undisposed of under the Ship Sales Act on 
1 Jan, 1948. 

“The next most pressing problem was and 
is the restoration of the coastwise and inter- 
coastal fleet. By statute all domestic water- 
borne commerce is required to be carried in 
American-flag ships, and at the beginning of 
the war these constituted 70 percent of our 
merchant marine, The entire fleet was requisi- 
tioned for war and not only took the initial 
shock of war, but was largely depleted in the 
war service. Its prompt restoration is of vital 
concern to the Nation. The return or replace- 
ment of these vessels has been delayed because 
of the reluctance of ship operators to acquire 
war-built vessels that may not be operated 
profitably under the present rate structure. 
Many of the private operators feel that 
especially designed vessels are required for 
profitable operation in these services. To 
alleviate this condition and to provide es- 
sential services, the Maritime Commission and 
War Shipping Administration in March 146 
asked and received temporary authority from 
the Interstate Commerce Commission to 
operate vessels in these services on the basis 
of public need. This authorization was ex- 
tended in September 1846, through 28 Feb. 
1947, at which time the Commission's budget 
authority for this operation will expire unless 
further action is taken by Congress. 

“The development and maintenance of that 
portion of the merchant marine engaged in 
earrying our foreign commerce presents 
different problems. Direct Government aid in 
the maintenance of service on essential foreign 
trade routes has been established by statute 
as our national policy. Only operators in 
competitive foreign trade are eligible for sub- 
sidies and then under restrictions on operation 
and profits, and that they must establish that 
competition with foreign operators puts them 
at a competitive disadvantage. The construc- 
tion subsidy, as explained in the report, en- 
ables an American operator on an essential 
route to buy an American-built vessel as the 
equivalent of the lower construction price 
abroad. An operating differential subsidy 
compensates him for his higher operating 
costs in competition with foreign operators. 
Any excess over a prescribed profit must be 
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returned by the subsidized operator to the 
Government. As indicated in the report, the 
10-year subsidy agreement period is almost 
ended, and the amount to be recaptured by 
the Commission is now more than half the 
total subsidy expenditures, despite the war 
period when operating subsidy contracts were 
in suspension, 

“The resumption of these aids prescribed by 
law requires the most careful appraisal of the 
postwar possibilities as referred to in the re- 
port, The Commission is pressing forward 
with these matters in the current fiscal year. 
As indicated, certain deficiencies in the exist- 
ing fleet should be balanced as to its age 
composition by a proper scrapping program, 
placing in defense reserve, sale or charter for 
operation, and new construction ; otherwise we 
may again have a fleet which will become 
obsolete substantially all at once instead of 
by gradual steps necessary to bring about a 
balanced long-range competitive fleet. 

“Bearing in mind the matters herein out 
lined and considered in the report, it may be 
said that the work of the Commission in the 
development and maintenance of a merchant 
marine adequate for our peacetime needs and 
national] defense is only well started.” 





Legislative Division 

Maj. Gen. Wilton B. Persons, chief of 
the Legislative and Liaison Division, War 
Department Special Staff, in an article, 
“Informing the Congress,” published in 
the February issue of Army Information 
Digest, outlines the duties of his division. 

General Persons points out that the 
Army’s official relationship with the Con- 
gress (except in budgetary matters) is 
expressed through the Legislative and 
Liaison Division, whose primary mission 
is to provide information to the Con- 
gress. Information furnished includes vi- 
tal facts needed by Congressional com- 
mittees, telephone calls from members of 
Congress for immediate information on 
many and varied subjects, and hundreds 
of letters from constituents to their Con- 
gressmen. 

Much of the information provided, how- 
ever, is not as a result of a request from 
Congress. One responsibility of the Secre- 
tary of War is to prepare plans and 
present a program of national defense. 
These plans when drawn must be trans- 
lated into proposed legislation. 

The Legislative and Liaison Division 
also serves as a monitor in bringing about 
coordination of the War Department's 
legislative program with other govern- 
mental agencies. Congressional tours of 
inspection are arranged by the division. 

Army Legislation 

In a special section of the same issue 
of Army Information Digest, following 
a foreword by Lt. Gen. J. Lawton Collins, 
Chief of Public Information, appears a 
summary of basic plans and recommen- 
dations of the War Department. 

Bills affecting the military policy of 
the United States have been organized 
into two major groupings—the National 
Security Program and the Postwar Mili- 
tary Establishment Program. 

Under the first of these the War De- 
pertment has grouped unification of the 
Armed Forces, Universal Military Train- 
ing and international military coopera- 
tion measures. 

Under the military establishment pro- 
gram are grouped organization, person- 
nel, military justice, research and devel- 
opment, permanent supply and services. 
and current operations. 

The total effect of the current War 
Department legislative program, the ar- 
ticle states, will be to recodify the mili- 
tary laws of the United States. Wherever 
practicable, bills will specifically repeal 
all previous pertinent statutes and re 
enact those which require no amendment. 
All bills, it is stated, are drafted in 
phraseology as broad as possible, leaving 
the maximum practicable administrative 
discretion to the President and to the Sec- 
retaries of National Defense, Army, Navy 
and Air.

HE resolutions urge conversion of 

West Point into a post-graduate insti- 
tution “devoted exclusively to military 
arts and sciences for all officers of the 
Army of the United States.” 

The two main assumptions upon which 
the resolutions are based are: first, that 
West Point leadership has failed in World 
War II; and secondly, that better officer 
material can be drawn from the colleges, 
nilitary schools, ROTCs and OCSs. 

The charges are like indictments 
for certain crimes which all law texts 
warn are easy to allege, but difficult to 
disprove, and therefore demand especial- 
ly rigorous examination of the evidence. 
In this attack on West Point, flat asser- 
tions are made without any supporting 
facts, and these unproved assertions are 
then made the basis of a recommendation 
which will have the effect of abolishing 
the Military Academy and setting up in 
its physical plant an institution of an en- 
tirely different character and purpose. 

II 


The statement is made that “West 
Point was established as a college on 
the undergraduate level in the early days 
of this republic when it had no college or 
colleges, in order that it might contribute 
college graduate officers to the Army of 
that day.” It is further alleged that West 
Point “is now an anachronism in that all 
states and territories throughout the na- 
tion now have one or more colleges within 
their borders.” These assertions display 
a complete ignorance of historical fact as 
well as of the purposes of West Point’s 
founders. 

In 1802, when the Academy was 

founded, every state of the Union had at 
least one college within its borders ; some 
of them of a high order of excellence. 
According to the World Almanac, there 
were thirty such institutions (of those 
still extant) founded before the Military 
Academy. 
The list includes Bowdoin, Brown, Co- 
lumbia, Dartmouth, Georgetown, Univer- 
sity of Georgia, Hampden-Sydney, Har- 
vard, Middlebury, University of North 
Carolina, University of Pennsylvania, 
University of Pittsburgh, Princeton, Rut- 
gers, University of South Carolina, Wash- 
ington and Lee, Williams, and Yale. Thus, 
there was no dearth of college-trained 
material. 

The reason that the Military Academy 
was founded is the same reason for its 
existence today, namely, the absence of 
any other American institution provid- 
ing the type of education required to meet 
a particular national need. The many 
colleges of that day devoted themselves 
almost exclusively to literary, classical 
and theological studies. Not one of them 
taught military art or the sciences so 
necessary for military proficiency. Law, 
medicine and the ministry were the only 
professions for which they provided train- 
ing. West Point was founded at the in- 
Sistence of Washington, Knox, Hamilton, 
Jefferson and Monroe because bitter ex- 
perience had taught them the need of a 
schoo] whose single objective was the pro- 
duction of professionally trained officers 
— officers who could maintain a high pro- 
fessional standard in the Regular Army 
and impart as much of it as possible to 
the militia and the citizenry when called 
to arms. 

_ West Point is not an anachronism. It 
is still the only collegiate institution 
Whose objective is the production of pro- 
fessional oflicers for the A rmy. Other mil- 
itary Schools provide valuable training, 
as do the college ROTCs, but in every in- 
Stance the main objective of the institu- 
tion is the production of men for the ci- 
Vilian Professions. With them, military 
raining 1S a part-time activity and a 
pubordinate concern. Their courses are, 
salliters (oatvidaal, limited to a single 
restries . ranch or service; and perfarce 
able to a in scope.

the profession of arms, it is logical that 
the country should support at least one 
school devoted exclusively to it. 

Ill 


West Point is accused of being the 
fountain head of the “caste system” ; and 
as a consequence, abolition of the Acad- 
emy as it now exists is advanced as the 
remedy for the disease which allegedly 
afflicted the whole Army in World War II. 
The existence of a caste system in the 
Army is a debatable point which is beyond 
the scope of this discussion. But if such 
a condition is alleged, it is proper to in- 
quire whether there is anything in the 
West Point system that would foster it. 


If West Point graduates were guilty 
of imposing the “caste system” on the 
Army of the United States during the 
recent war, then one or both of the fol- 
lowing situations must have been true, 
if the Academy is to be blamed. The 
graduate must already have been a mem- 
ber of a social or economic caste before 
entrance, or he must have acquired a 
caste consciousness while a cadet. 

The first of these suppositions is ob- 
viously untenable. A study of the occupa- 
tions of the parents of candidates for each 
class, from the earliest to the most re- 
cent, reveals that cadets come in over- 
whelming majority from families of mod- 
est, and often meager, income. They repre- 
sent a democratic cross-section of Amer- 
ican youth. Those who have enjoyed spe- 
cial advantages of wealth, education or 
social position are. negligible in number. 
There are no features of the Academy’s 
requirements that can in any way favor 
the scions of wealthy or influential fam- 
ilies. 

The conditions of cadet life are more 
democratic than at any other educational 
institution in America, with the possible 
exception of the other national academies. 
There are no discriminations of race, 
color or religion ; no distinctions of wealth 
or social position. Neither cadets nor offi- 
cers have any interest in, nor do they in- 
quire about such metters. Every cadet 
is on the same footing. All receive the 
Same pay and allowances, wear the same 
clothes, eat the same food and live in 
standard barracks. Since they are for- 
bidden to receive money from home, can- 
not have automobiles and cannot have 
any leaves or privileges not available on 
equal terms to all, there is no way in 
which a cadet of wealthy family can take 
advantage of that fact or embarrass his 
less fortunate fellows. 

A cadet’s progress in the Academy and 
his relative rank on graduation depend 
entirely upon his ability and the use that 
he has made of it. Cadet officers are ap- 
pointed solely on merit, demonstrated be- 
fore tactical officers and fellow cadets. 
Likewise, academic standing is strictly 
a matter of personal application and per- 
formance. The system of grading is so 
contrived as to eliminate any question 
of prejudice or favoritism. 

The texts and training literature used 
at the Military Academy can be searched 
in vain for anything conducive to class 
consciousness, or derogatory to democrat- 
ic principles. The same can be said of 
lectures and other instruction. While a 
eadet is taught to be proud of the Acad- 
emy and the Army, he is likewise taught 
to respect his fellowmen and the institu- 
tions of his country. Snobbery is not a 
part of his education. Those who accuse 
West Point of promoting the “caste sys- 
tem” do so from ignorance of both the 
method and spirit of the Academy. 

Theodore Roosevelt summed up these 
facts about West Point when he said, 
“And of all the institutions in this coun- 
try, none is more absolutely American; 
none, in the proper sense of the word, more 
absolutely democratic than this. Here we 
care nothing for the boy’s birthplace, nor 
his creed, nor his social standing; here 
we care nothing save his worth as he is 
able to show it. Here you represent; with 
almost mathematical exactness, all the 
country geographically. You are drawn 
from every walk of life by a method of 
choice made to insure, and which in the 
great majority of cases does insure, that 
heed shall be paid to nothing save the 
boy’s aptitude for the profession into 
which he seeks entrance. Here you come 
together as representatives of America 
in a higher and more peculiar sense than 
can possibly be true of any other institu- 
tion in the land, save your sister college 





that makes similar preparation for the 
service of the country on the seas.” 
IV 


The charge “that with a few noted ex- 
ceptions the leadership of the West Point 
graduate in World War II proves con- 
clusively that four years at that institu- 
tion does not build the best democratic 
leadership for our country” is so strong 
and positive that one must inquire upon 
what data it is based. One may legiti- 
mately ask upon what statistics the as- 
sociation founds its allegation that all 
but a few of the approximately 9,000 West 
Pointers who saw active service in the 
war failed in leadership. Neither the War 
Department nor the Military Academy 
now possesses data which, in form or com- 
pleteness, would answer such a charge 
either affirmatively or negatively. 

In the absence of conclusive up-to-date 
information, one can best judge of the 
truth or falsity of the charge by examin- 
ing its probability in the light of past 
performance and of such present knowl- 
edge as exists. 

The military leadership of West Point- 
ers during the Academy’s first century 
of existence is beyond challenge. Henry 
Adams expressed it for the War of 1812 
and General Winfield Scott paid tribute 
to it after the Mexican War. The chorus 
of admiration after the Civil War was 
world-wide. Theodore Roosevelt, fresh 

rom the campaign in Cuba, said of West 

Pointers, “It was my good fortune to 
see what is the rule—what is the rule 
with only the rarest exception—the rule 
of duty done in a way that makes a man 
proud to be an American, the fellow- 
citizen of such Americans.” 

Upon the occasion of the Academy’s 
centennial, President Theodore Roosevelt 
had these words to say: 

“This institution has completed its first 
hundred years of life. During that cen- 
tury no other educational institution in 
the land has contributed as many names 
as West Point has contributed to the 
honor roll of the nation’s greatest citi- 
zens, 

“And more than that, not merely has 
West Point contributed a greater number 
of men who stand highest on the nation’s 
honor roll, but I think, beyond question, 
that taken as a whole, the average gradu- 
ate of West Point during this hundred 
years has given a greater sum of service 
to the country through his life than has 
the average graduate of any other insti- 
tution in this broad land.” (1) 

It should be recalled that during the 
first century of the Academy’s existence, 
it was the subject of exactly the same 
sort of attacks as the present one, and 
exactly the same arguments were ad- 
vanced against it. Yet the verdict of his- 
tory for that period is unanimously fa- 
vorable. 

That West Point leadership in World 
War I lived up to its previous perform- 
ance was attested by the Honorable New- 
ton D. Baker, Secretary of War, in these 
words, “In the World War, West Point 
again demonstrated its supreme value to 
the country in the hour of need. Our great 
overseas army was made and led by West 
Point men and the incredible swiftness 
with which it was trained for its great 
task is a tribute to the fineness of the 
raw material and also to the leadership 
generated by West Point. In all walks of 
life character is the indispensable basis 
of enduring success. West Point does 
many things for its men, but the highest 
quality it gives them is character and in 
the emergency of the World War, our suc- 
cess rested upon the character of our lead- 
ers. It, therefore, finally rested upon West 
Point.” (2) 

In spite of the magnificent record of 
its graduates attested by the Secretary 
of War, West Point was attacked just 
as vigorously as now, and in the same 
terms. It was said to have failed in lead- 
ership. It was accused of fostering a caste 
system. And, as a remedy, conversion 
into a post-graduate school was recom- 
mended. The charges could not be sus- 
tained by the facts, and so came to 
naught.

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What the present resolutions ask us 
to believe is that somehow in the 23 
years between wars, West Point and its 
graduates went back on their traditions 
of over a hundred years and failed the na- 
tion at the most critical juncture in its 
history. The indictment is drawn against 
the institution and all but “a few noted 
exceptions” of its 9,000 graduates who 
were in active service. If this were true, 
it would be an example of degeneration 
unparalleled in the history of the United 
States. It is unreasonable to suppose that 
the United States Military Academy 
alone, of all the colleges in the country, 
was recreant to its traditions and re- 
sponsibilities. 

The truth is that, through all the mod- 
ernizations of training and curriculum 
during the inter-war years, West Point 
clung steadfastly to its ideals of Duty, 
Honor and Country. The Academy de- 
voted itself as strenuously as ever to the 
development of character and the incul- 
cation of unselfish leadership, the quali- 
ties that have always distinguished its 
graduates. Certainly the graduates of 
those years have not been noticeably dif- 
ferent from thgir predecessors ; nor have 
their elders, who served in World War I, 
renounced the faith upon which their 
previous record was founded. 

The present state of the files of the War 
Department is such that tabulations of 
wartime data concerning graduates of 
the Military Academy are still impossi- 
ble; but even the fragmentary informa- 
tion on file in the Association of Gradu- 
ates creates a clear impression that the 
performance of West Pointers in World 
War II was worthy of their heritage. 

The “few noted exceptions” mentioned 
in the resolutions are doubtless an ac- 
knowledgment to the great commanders 
produced by West Point, whose conspic- 
uous achievements are such that they can- 
not be denied. The National Guard Asso- 
ciation would, by this phrase, impute 
failure to the rest. An enumeration of 
the important staff, administrative, plan- 
ning, training and combat functions per- 
formed by the rank and file of graduates 
would be wearisome; but, without them, 
the war could not have been pressed to a 
successful conclusion. An examination of 
even the incomplete individual records on 
file in the Association of Graduates leads 
inescapably to this conclusion. They are 
there for anyone who doubts the truth 
of this assertion to see for himself. 


v 

The argument that better material can 
be obtained from among college graduates 
than from West Point is a minor phase 
of the general thesis. Nevertheless, it de- 
serves examination. 

A primary objectio nto such a proce- 
dure is that it would be a less demo- 
cratic method because it would restrict 
appointments to what is, with rare ex- 
ceptions, a portion of the population pos 
sessing superior economic advantages. 
While some youths can, and do, work 
their way through college, it is still true 
that the majority come from families 
above the general economic level of the 
whole population. 

In the beginning, West Point entrance 
requirements were deliberately fixed at 
proficiency in the “three Rs” because that 
was the highest level of free public edu- 
cation in all states; thus even the poorest 
youth could aspire to appointment. The 
present entrance requirements are based 
on a four-year high school course for the 
same reason. Unless a free college educa- 
tion should become the birthright of all 
young men capable of assimilating it, de- 
parture from this practice would be an 
unfair discrimination against youths of 
limited resources. Several distinguished 
graduates and many able officers could 
never have received higher education or 
given the nation the benefit of their tal- 
ents had such a restrictive method of se- 
lection been followed. Generals Grant, 
Sheridan and Stonewall Jackson are three 
examples out of a long list of such men. 

The formulation of the resolutions 
would lead one to believe that appoint- 
ment to West Point constitutes selection 
to be an army officer. From this premise 
the argument proceeds to the statement 
that selection can better be made from 
older men, college graduates, who have

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demonstrated their fitness for the service 

in college, ROTC and OCS. 

Appointment to West Point is but the 
first stage of selection, as the large num- 
ber of eliminations attests. The methods 
of selection for entrance are in many re- 
spects more rigorous than for college stu- 
dents. The tests have been steadily de 
veloped and improved, and further im- 
provement based on experience in new 
techniques is to be expected, to the end 
that the best fitted candidates may be 
secured. Once in the Academy, the cadet 
is observed and his suitability to the mili- 

~tary service determined more carefully 
than would be possible at any other 
school. In his academic subjects, he is 
graded by more instructors and many 
times as often as is customary in civilian 
colleges. Reports on his aptitude, military 
efficiency and personal qualities are sub- 
mitted at frequent intervals by all of 
his instructors, and other cadets as well. 
At any stage of his training, he may be 
eliminated if the general impression of his 
suitability is unfavorable, or if he: fails 
to measure up to the specific academic 
or physical standards designed to insure 
fitness for the military profession, which 
are of necessity different from those for 
civilian pursuits. 

Considering the higher financial re- 
wards offered by private industry and 
the professions, and the widespread 
prejudice against the profession of arms 
among college youth, it is questionable 
whether the proposed method of procure- 
ment would attract the best students to 
the Army. Many of them are willing to 
go into the Officers’ Reserve Corps be- 
cause it offers no impediment to their ci- 
vilian careers, 

For those who desire regular commis- 
sions, adequate opportunity already ex- 
ists. The Army has for many years offered 
inducements to such aspirants. The fact 
that before World War LI, the proportion 
of West Pointers to the whole number of 
regular officers never exceeded fifty-five 
per cent evidences the truth of this state- 
ment. When the present expansion. pro- 
gram has been completed, the percentage 
will fall to less than twenty. 


VI 

The proposal to convert West Point into 
a post-graduate school would in effect be 
a death sentence. A new institution would 
be set up in the physical plant of the old 
one, but the values, methods and tradi- 
tions of the latter would be destroyed. 

For nearly a century and a half the 
chief value of West Point has been recog- 
nized to be its leavening influence and 
maintenance, by example, of high per- 
sonal and professional standards for the 
officers of all components of the Army. 
This has been possible because the Acade- 
my receives young men at their most im- 
pressionable and malleable age. Thomas 
Jefferson expressed this idea when he 
wrote in his plan for military training at 
the University of Virginia: “It is at that 
age of aptness, docility, and emulation of 
the practices of manhood, that such things 
are soonest learnt and longest remem- 
bered.” This advantage would be lost in 
a post-graduate school because its stu- 
dents would be past the age of character 
formation. (3) 

The Army already maintains a great 
post-graduate university in its numerous 
branch and staff schools, culminating in 
the National War College. These facili- 
ties are compulsory for all regular officers, 
and are available to those National Guard 
and Reserve officers who desire to avail 
themselves of the opportunity. As a post- 
graduate institution, West Point would 
lack both the terrain and facilities to re- 
place even the first echelon of these ad- 
vanced schools of military art. The result 
could only be duplication and inefficiency.

The Navy in Alaska 
(Continued from First Page) 


bases were sprinkled all over Alaska, 
there remain now only those strategically 
important ones which combine naval and 
military value consistent with the re- 
quired reduction of the armed services. 
Though much reduced at present, the 
naval strength in Alaska is many times 
what it was before the war, while all in- 
dications point toward a vigorous mili- 
tary program in Alaska, on account of the 
Aleutian Chain stretching across the 
North Pacific, and the Mainland at the top 
of the Northern Hemisphere. 


Any discussion of naval activities in 
Alaska cannot proceed without first tak- 
ing into consideration some of the geo- 
graphic and geophysical peculiarities of 
this territory. It is composed of a suc- 


| cession of peaks, valleys, lakes and rivers. 


In size it is almost two-fifths the area of 
the United States. If an outline of it were 
superimposed on an outline map of the 
United States, it would be apparent that 
the distances involved in intra-territorial 
travel are of the same magnitude roughly, 
as those between San Francisco—Boston, 
New Orleans—Chicago. The Aleutian 
Chain whose stepping-stones must be 
hurdled over by air, or by sea, extends 
from longiture 165° West to 173° East. 
The present Naval Bases at Kodiak, Dutch 
Harbor, Adak and Attu are separated by 
long reaches of fog-bound, treacherous, 
gale-ridden seas. A voyage from Kodiak 
to Attu, for example, demands approxi- 
mately 1320 nautical miles of sea travel! 
The problems of the Army whose largest 
interests center on the mainland, are com- 
plicated by the virtual absence in much of 


,the territory of any form of transporta- 


tion except air. The Navy’s own air 
transport service, the justly famed NATS 
organization, continually operate on fixed 
schedules to service the Navy’s bases. 
Through weather whose ill-repute is well 
known, NATS, VR-5 Squadrons, fly with 
a regularity and matter-of-factness which 
is a continual source of astonishment to 
visitors. Their services help to knit to- 
gether the far-flung bases into a unified 
entity. Sea communications are effected 
by various District and Alaskan Sea Fron- 
tier ships, generally of small size, but 
noteworthy because of their sea-keeping 
qualities, and the high caliber of crews 
who think nothing of embarking on a 
round trip of the entire chain. Though 
manned by younger and less experienced 
officers, resourcefulness and courage 
typify them, and they soon learn many 
essentials of navigation and pilotage not 
generally found in books. For these 
mariners the hazards are great, but re- 
wards in the form of valuable experience 
and the sense of accomplishment are 
greater still. 


Since demobilization, the Navy’s efforts 
in Alaska have been directed toward the 
retention and development of maritime 
bases which could best fulfill the require- 
ments of the Navy’s mission. To this end, 
the bases have been selected with a view 
toward both ship and air operations,— 
each base is capable of this dual func- 
tion. Adak which crowns the apex of the 
Pacific strategic triangle, is directly north 
of Midway, and like the latter is midway, 
in the North Pacific. At the extreme west- 
ward end of the Aleutians is Attu, while 
to the eastward is Dutch Harbor and be- 
yond that the Island of Kodiak. In serv- 
ice to all of these bases are various sur- 
face craft, and aircraft, whose training 
under the unusually rigorous conditions 
provides them with valuable experience. 


Meanwhile, the bases themselves which, 
with the exception of Kodiak, were all 
hastily war-time constructed of temporary 
materials, are now being held against an 
enemy scarcely less dangerous than the 
Japanese once were. Just recently a hurri- 
cane whose maximum velocity can only 
be estimated, since all anemometers mea- 
suring wind velocities went to the stops, 
and stayed there for many minutes on 
end, tore through Attu battering that 
naval outpost with a fury few human foes 
can equal. But such a storm is not un- 





usual. With the approach of winter, the 
breeding ground of storms in the North 
Pacific where the Japanese Current meets 
colder climes, sends forth storm after 
storm in endless procession. Disasters at 
sea are sometimes difficult to avoid since 
if all vessels waited for good weather, 
they would quite likely remain in port. 
Because of the importance of accurate 
weather information vital to vessels and 
aircraft as well as to bases, all units re- 
port weather frequently while en route, 
and a special weather station vessel is 
continually kept on station in an area 
southwest of Attu. Storms generated in 
this area and further south, are analyzed 
in passing, and their characteristics 
transmitted to aerologists ashore. Col- 
lected information is then studied and 
translated into useable advisories and 
forecasts, and immediately dispatched to 
those ships and planes whose operations 
depend so much on this information. 

Alaska is not all bad, however, in spite 
of the almost universal impression to the 
contrary. There are many officers and 
men on duty in the area who are here be- 
cause they want to be. Some of them have 
had duty here before, and were so im- 
pressed, that they were willing to return. 
For the outdoors man Alaska is a para- 
dise. Even the forbidding Aleutians pro- 
vide sports which cannot be surpassed in 
much of the world. Salmon and trout, 
abound at all naval bases, while the Is- 
land of Kodiak is famous for its enormous 
bears. Special efforts are made to pro- 
vide all possible recreational facilities to 
personnel. Outdoor sports such as moun- 
tain climbing, skiing, skating, and week- 
end camping are available. Possibly the 
largest single factor in morale, however, 
is that so much work remains to be done 
here that all hands fall-to with a com- 
mendable spirit, finding out for themselves 
the truism that constructive effort is one 
of life’s richest rewards. Each man de- 
parting from Alaska leaves with the reali- 
zation that he has really lived during his 
stay, and materially contributed to the 
development of this important Naval Dis- 
trict. 


Reorganize US Army in Germany

Greater Hesse district. 

Maj. Gen. Frank W. Millburn, who has 
been commanding general of the 1st In- 
fantry Division since 31 May, 1946, takes 
over the Bavarian district. 

The Third U. S. Army ends its opera- 
tional phase in the European Theater 15 
Feb., and all its outstanding responsi- 
bilities will be assumed by the U. 8. Con- 
stabulary, and other U. S. Occupation 
Forces on that date. 

USFET pointed out that the Third Army 
will not be de-activated. Its Headquar- 
ters will remain in Europe for approxi- 
mately two months after the Army be- 
comes non-operational here for the pur- 
pose of coordinating final details in trans- 
ferring over its installations and com- 
mitments. 

Present plans call for the official des- 
ignation, “Third U. S. Army,” to revert 
to the United States on 15 April, where 
it will be assumed by troops presently 
under the Seventh U. 8. Army in the 
United States. 


Urges Alaskan Defenses 

Stressing the present-day importance 
of Alaska and the Aleutians in the de- 
fense of this hemisphere, Representative 
Bob Sikes (D-Fla) declared in the House 
13 Feb. that Alaskan defenses should be 
fortified against attack on the United 
States from that direction. 

Representative Sikes pointed out that 
despite the complacence created by the 
intense cold as a natural obstacle to at- 
tack, “the Japs were not impressed by 
British logic,” and overran the unde- 
fended jungles north of Singapore. “The 
fall of Ladd Field to a force operating 
from Nome would seriously jeopardize 
the defense of Alaska,” he asserted, and 
“might force the evacuation of the Terri- 
tory.” 

Alaska and the Aleutians are “the key 
to the back door of American defense,” 
he said, naming Fort Richardson, Ladd 
Field and Adak as the principal mili- 
tary establishments. The War Depart- 
ment has plans for Alaskan defenses, but 
“involve expenditures for modernization 
which the Department is reluctant to re- 
quest at this time,” he declared. 





Nat. Guard AG’s to Meet 


The annual meeting of the Adjutants 
General Association of the United States 
will be held at the Statler Hotel, Wash- 
ington, D. C., on 26-27-28 Feb., and 1 
March. Two sesions are scheduled for 
each of the first three days with the con- 
cluding day devoted to ordnance inspec. 
tions and demonstrations at Aberdeen 
Proving Ground. In addition, the Uniteg 
States Property and Disbursing Officers 
‘will participate in the conference. 

A comprehensive program and agenda 
has been prepared with the reorganization 
of the National Guard of the United 
States and the reorganization of the Na- 
tional Guard Association to conform to 
the new Constitution adopted at Buffalo, 

The conference will be high-lighted by 
addresses by Secretary of War Patterson; 
General of the Army Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower, Chief of Staff ; Senator Chan Gur- 
ney, Chairman of the Senate Committee 
on Armed Services ; Representative Walter 
G. Andrews, Chairman of the House Com- 
mittee on Armed Services: Lt. Gen. J. Law- 
ton Collins ; Lt. Gen. Raymond S. McLain, 
Maj. Gen. Lewis B. Hershey, Director of 
Selective Service; Maj. Gen. Butler B. 
Miltonberger, Chief, National Guard Bu- 
reau; Senator Edward Martin of Penn- 
sylvania; Brig. Gen. T. M. Osborne, War 
Department General Staff; Col. Diller §, 
Myers; Col. Lawrence B. Weeks; Col. 
William R. Robertson and Col. Edward 
P. Mechling of the National Guard Bu- 
reau. 

The Annual report of the Officers of 
the Association and the Committee on 
Legislation will be orders of business for 
the sessions on 26 Feb. The business ses- 
sion of the conference will be concluded 
on Friday afternoon, 28 Feb. with the 
election and induction of officers for the 
ensuing year.

Rep. Goff Offered RA Commission 


Representative Abe McGregor Goff (R- 
Idaho), who served during the War as a 
colonel, Judge Advocate General’s Depart- 
ment, was among those nominated by 
President Truman 27 Jan. for permanent 
commissions in the Regular Army. When 
notified, he declined the commission in 
view of his present duties. 

Representative Goff served as an en- 
listed man in World War I and is a grad- 
uate of Idaho University where he was 
commissioned a second lieutenant in the 
Infantry Reserve in 1923, subsequently 
transferring to the JAGD. In 1941 he was 
called to active duty, serving in North 
Africa. As deputy director of the Joint 
Army and Navy War Crimes Office he 
served in the European Theater, later 
going to Manila and Tokyo to set up the 
International Prosecution Section for the 
trial of Japanese war criminals. In Con- 
gress he has been appointed on the com- 
mittee on agriculture. He is well known 
and liked by his colleagues, already hav- 
ing been elected President of the 80th 
Congress Club, an organization composed 
of the 74 new members. 

Still keenly interested in Army affairs, 
Representative Goff retains his commis 
sion as colonel in the Officers Reserve 
Corps. 

A similar case was that of Stanford L 
Hoff, who after being elected to the Mary- 
land State Senate received an appoint: 
ment as captain of Field Artillery, 
Regular Army. He also declined the 
commission.
